I delivered unto you first of all that 
which I also received, how that Christ died 
for our sins according to the scriptures; 
and that he was buried, and that he rose 
again the third day according to the scrip- 
tures; and that he was seen—I Corinthians 
15:3-5. 

Christ actually died. It was no swoon 
as some skeptics would try to make appear.

John Ruskin, the great English art critic 
and author, had a good Christian mother 
who brought up her son to know the Holy

Scriptures. Perhaps he 
Ruskin’s furthered interest in the 
Definition of — beautiful more than any 
Christianity other man of letters in 


the English-speaking 
world of the last century. But he never 
wrote anything more beautiful and at the 
same time more potent for the highest 
benefit of man, than the following which 
came from his pen in his old age: 


“One must first say a firm word con- 
cerning Christianity itself. I find num- 
bers, even of the most intelligent 
and amiable people, not knowing what 
the word means; because they are al- 
ways asking how much is true, and how 
much they like, and never ask, first, 
what was the total meaning of it, 
whether they like it or not. 

“The total meaning was, and is, that 
the God, who made earth and its crea- 
tures, took at a certain time upon the 
earth, the flesh and form of man; in 
that flesh sustained the pain and died 
the creature He had made; rose again 
after death unto glorious human life, 
and when the date of human race is 
ended, will return in visible human 
form and render to every man accord- 
ing to his work. 

“Christianity is the belief in and the 
love of God thus manifested. Anything 
less than this, the mere acceptance of 
the sayings of Christ, or assertion of 
any less than divine power in His Being, 
may be, for aught I know, enough for 
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virtue, peace, and safety; but they do 
not make people Christians, or enable 
them to understand the heart of the 
simplest believer in the old doctrine.”

As demon- 
strating that, what an illuminating word 
is that of Paul where, speaking of our 
Lord in Romans 1:4, he says, He was “de- 
clared to be the Son of God with power 

by the resurrection from the dead.” 
And equally so, that of Peter (I Pet. 1:3), 
where referring to the new birth of the 
believer, he reveals that it was made pos- 
sible “by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead.” Therefore, no wonder 
that Paul should say in still another place 
(1 Cor. 15:17), “If Christ be not raised, 
your faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins.” 
Humanity otherwise would not have tri- 
umphed, the sentence had not been re- 
versed, eternal separation from God would 
have been the lot of all without exception, 
and the dead would never again have awak- 
ened to know the experience of joy or hope. 
When one tries to think upon such 
misery it staggers him, and makes him 
wonder how any Human being finds satis- 
faction in denying the significance of 
Christ’s empty tomb, as some people seem 
to do.

Recently we were journeying on a train 
across the continent and fell in with a pro- 
fessor of science in one of our universities. 
He was a man of mature years, and the 
father of a family, but an unbeliever in the 
Christian faith. Nevertheless, we found 
him to be an inquiring mind and ready to 
enter reverently into a discussion of the 
claims of Jesus Christ and his personal 
need of salvation. In one of our talks 
we read Mr. Kauffman’s story to him, hav- 
ing brought it with us in manuscript for 
editing, and when we came to the touching, 
“Night, night, Mammy, dear,” as Paul 
Dunbar left his mother’s side for a heaven- 
ly mansion, the tears came into the pro- 
fessor’s eyes. Our tears mingled as a 
matter of fact, and thereafter it was easier 
to continue the conversation about things 
that seemed so much more important even 
than the components of a material atom.

Going back to the days prior to the 
World War, he notes that the present wave 
of irreligion had not then swept through 
the land or the general disregard of law 
and order, and that our view points have 
so materially changed as to foreshadow a 
decay of our civilization. We are in a 
time of mental anarchy, and that is but 
one step from physical anarchy. Prohibi- 
tion. would be as popular today as when 
it was written into the Constitution if the 
people had not changed their moral stand- 
ards from what they were a few years ago. 
In other words, as Mr. McKim says, pro- 
hibition is not the cause of the present 
crime situation, nor would that situation 
be changed if drinking were again legal- 
ized. He quotes President Hoover’s in- 
augural, that there is “a subsidence of foun- 
dations,” respect for law as law is fading 
from the sensibilities of the people. The 
conclusion he reaches therefore .is, that 
causes are sufficiently serious to lead to 
armed conflict, and prohibition is the match 
likely to start the conflagration. 
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In the ’50’s, this country was aflame 
with the discussion of slavery, pro and con. 
Orators, preachers, and especially news- 

papers were often

that John Brown’s 
raid and the firing on Fort Sumter were 
inevitable. These days were recently re- 
called in reading an editorial in a leading 
daily, entitled, “This U. S. A.” It was a 
tirade against the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead law, concluding thus: 


“It is the country in which the late 
Rev. Mr. Shumaker, of Indiana, co- 
erced a legislature into making the use 
of medicinal liquor a crime and then 
took an alcoholic tonic for his health. 
It is the country of Bishop Cannon who 
carried the odor of coercive righteous- 
ness into stock market gambling, flour 
hoarding, and evasion of the corrupt 
practices act in political action. : 

“It is the country of Mabel Wille- 
brandt, the fang of prohibition enforce- 
ment, who retires to make a legal front 
for the government subsidized grape 
growers. It is the country of jake 
paralysis. It is the country of prohibi- 
tion murder and machine gun gangs. 
It is the country of congressmen who 
vote dry and have leaky trunks. It is 
the country of Volstead, of politico- 
clerical oppression, political corruption, 
hypocrisy in high places, and of citizen- 
ship bewildered in a cruel fantasy of 
law.” 


This newspaper falls under the eye of 
millions of readers, and such utterances as 
the above are not casual in its editorial 
columns. If William Lloyd Garrison and 
Wendell Phillips and Harriet Beecher 
Stowe were called firebrands in their day, 
how far is such an editorial from their 
class? Think of the effect of that language, 
and from such a source, on ignorant and 
immature minds already restive under re- 
straint. It certainly goes to bear out the 
prognostication of Mr. McKim alluded to 
above.

Walter Lippmann makes a distinction 
between crime which is wholly predatory, 
and the underworld which offers something 

in return to “the respect- 


Society able members of society.” 
and the Burglars would not be 
Underworld missed, but “bootleggers, 


panderers, fixers, and many 
racketeers perform services for which there 
is a public demand.” 

How sad and yet how true! Human 
appetite craves what convention condemns 
and law prohibits, and human appetite has 
its way. It gives business to the liquor in- 
dustry and by doing so aids it in breaking 
down not only the prohibition law, but the 
tariff law and the revenue law. It aids it 
to break down officers of the law by brib- 
ery, and to settle its own disputes by coer- 
cion and murder. Respectable society, as 
our author puts it, “has driven the seller 
of liquor outside the boundaries of law 
and order, and yet continues to patronize 
them.” What a wicked farce! 

Nor is that all. The underworld plays 
an important part in the working of our 
economic system. Employers faced with 
the threat of cut-throat competitions pay 
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gangsters for protection against it, and 
they drive it from the field. Thus the 
underworld is today, as Mr. Lippmann says, 
a great, unmanageable, threatening fact in 
the life of our great cities. And the re- 
sponsibility for it, he places upon the ideal- 
ists! If drinking and gambling and prosti- 
tution were not outlawed, if our laws and 
social policies did not run counter to what 
he describes as “invincible necessities,” if 
we did not engage in these “noble experi- 
ments,” he thinks we would be better off. 

A great many people believe as Mr. 
Lippmann does, and that is what makes 
law enforcement so difficult. It also proves 
the ineffectiveness of man in governing the 
world, and increases the longing of regen- 
erated hearts for the coming of the Prince 
of whom it is prophesied, “The government 
shall rest upon his shoulders.” As a fruit- 
grower in Florida recently wrote us, “He 
will give us a square deal.”

We trust we shall not be accused of go- 
ing over to Roman Catholicism if we speak 
approvingly of the late Encyclical of the 
Pope on this subject. We 
wish all the great denomina- 
tional bodies of Protestant- 
ism would be as positive and 
bold. Bishop Manning, of the Protestant 
Episcopal diocese of New York, recently 
took a similar stand, but he could not speak 
for his whole communion, nor hardly for 
that part of it of which he is the titular 
head. As Gilbert Chesterton recently told 
a young women’s club in New York, this 
new morality is “a filthy thing” which 
“avoids birth and abandons control.” Mar- 
riage and the laws of marriage, as pointed 
out in the Encyclical, are made of God, not 
man, and Christian people at least, should 
shape their ways of thinking and acting 
in conformity with that fact. In no other 
way, indeed, can they obtain true peace and 
happiness for themselves and their families. 
Children should be received with joy and 
gratitude from the hand of God, a talent 
committed to their charge by Him, not for 
their own advantage or for that of a com- 
monthwealth, as the Pope says, “but to be 
restored to God with interest on the day 
of reckoning.” 

We cannot in a brief editorial go into 
all the aspects of this grave subject, or even 
touch upon them, but we can warn our 
readers who have been redeemed by the 
precious blood of Christ and whose bodies 
are therefore the temples of the Holy 
Ghost, to see to it that they glorify God in 
their bodies which are His (I Cor. 6:20). 
“Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, or 
whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of 
God” (I Cor. 10:31), is a principle to guide 
such in the contracting of marriage and 
afterwards in bearing its responsibilities 
as well as enjoying its blessings.

Referring further to the subject of the 
foregoing editorial, we are glad that there 
is at least one man with scientific knowl- 
edge who has spoken boldly 
against it. We have in mind 
an article in the Forum on 
“Sex Madness,” by Dr. Logan 
Clendening, author of The Human Body, 
a practising physician of twenty years 
standing and professor in the medical de-

partment of the University of Kansas. He 
considers the doctrines of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bertrand Russell, Judge Lindsay, Maria 
Stopes, and others of that group, as mis- 
guided and dangerous. They are not scien- 
tific but vague speculation, he affirms, after 
having examined and found them totally 
inadequate. “One of the deepest of my 
convictions,” says Dr. Clendening, “is the 
belief that the ancient habits of a people 
are established for the greatest happiness 
of the greatest number over the longest 
stretch of their lives, and to nothing is this 
more applicable than to the customs of 
marriage, female chastity, and the relation 
of the sexes generally.” 

In other words, that which has been 
tried out through thousands of years con- 
tinues in force because it is the plan which 
is scientific, the doctor thinks, its fitness 
being indicated by its survival. There is, 
however, another factor still more import- 
ant, which indicates its fitness, and that is 
its harmony with the Word of God. 
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Information of the death of this devoted 
woman came too late for our February 
issue, although she passed hence from her 
residence in New 
York, on January 1. 
She was an octo- 
genarian and had 
spent more than half a century in active 
Christian service, proclaiming the gospel 
in season and out of season, and dealing 
personally with lost souls. 

With her consecrated husband, Mrs. 
Whittemore opened the first “Door of 
Hope” in New York many years ago, and 
her story of “Delia, the Bluebird of Mul- 
berry Bend,” is inseparably connected with 
that work. Scores of similar havens of 
refuge for fallen women have been opened 
in various parts of the world since that 
day, and Mrs. Whittemore never wearied 
of telling their story and praising God for 
them. 

We believe also, that it is to Mrs. Whit- 
temore and her husband very largely, that 
the rescue missions owe their union in an 
international organization which has done 
much for the promotion of their good work 
in the large cities. Nor should we forget 
to mention that she was a frequent visitor 
at the Moody Bible Institute in Chicago, 
where a blessing always followed in her 
wake.

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“In the Cross of Christ I Glory”

NOTED man, in 
company with 
others, was trav- 


eling on the high- 
way toward Damascus. 
He was on a mission of 
cruelty and injury to 
others. A new religious order had sprung 
up, and he was waging tremendous persecu- 
tion against its adherents. He was deter- 
mined to stamp it out in its inception, hence 
he was waging a relentless warfare against 
its followers. He carried documents 
signed by the highest officials of his organ- 
ization, authorizing him to go to any 
lengths to gain his objective, even to the 
extent of massacre. But the more he 
fought this new order, the more it grew, 
and for that reason he had secured the 
assistance and authorization of the society 
to which he belonged to aid him in his 
destructive work. 


The Transformed Vision 


While journeying along, he and his 
company were suddenly enveloped in a 
light so bright that it outshone the sun. 
They dropped to the earth, and while pros- 
trate, this noted man heard a voice in his 
own tongue, saying in substance, “You are 
not persecuting the people of this new re- 
ligion, but you are persecuting Me.” This 
man, Saul of Tarsus, who afterward be- 
came Paul the apostle, asked the speaker, 
“Who are you?” Back came the reply, 
“I am Jesus, whom you are persecuting.” 
Then there flashed upon the vision of this 
man of cruelty, blasphemy and sinfulness 
the sight of the One in whom this new 
religious order had its origin, in whom it 
centered, and who was its life and power. 
This glorious Person whom Saul beheld 
bore marks of crucifixion in His body—in 
His hands, feet and side. He saw Jesus 
ot Nazareth, who had been crucified, 
nailed to the cross at the insistence of the 
leaders of his own religious organization, 
but who had been resurrected, glorified, 
and seated at God’s right hand. 

That one vision of the Christ of the 
Cross revolutionized his entire life from 
that very moment and completely altered 
his career. He immediately asked, “What 
wilt thou have me to do?” The cross- 
marked Christ at once became his Saviour 
and Master, and he became the most ardent 
believer in and supporter of the cause 
which he had before sought to stamp out 
with cruelty and violence. His life motto 
became, “That I may know him, and the 
fellowship of his sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his death.” He took the 
Cross into his heart and life, and became 
a flaming evangel of it. He experienced the 
power of the Cross. He saw its remark- 
able power demonstrated in the lives of 
others. He saw its glorious fruits and 
astonishing effects upon the lives of those 
who listened to his message, which was 
built upon the foundation of the Cross 
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But God forbid that I should glory, save in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto 
me, and I unto the world.—Galatians 6:14. 


and centered in this immovable and 
indestructible Gibraltar of the Christian 
faith. 

So firmly was he convinced of its ex- 
treme importance and essential value to 
man’s salvation from sin, to man’s spiritual 
and eternal well-being, that he wrote to a 
company of people whom he had visited 
and addressed, “For I determined not to 
know anything among you, save Jesus 
Christ and him crucified.” Of such in- 
conceivable value was the crucifixion of 
Christ that he spent his time explaining to 
them and others the meaning and power 
of that vicarious sacrifice. He said very 
little about the earthly life of Jesus, for 
His earthly life, though the noblest and 
most beautiful ever lived, would have been 
of little profit to sinful souls without His 
sacrifice on Calvary. The Cross was pre- 
dominant in all his preaching. Every ad- 
dress took his hearers back to the “place 
called Calvary.” Every sermon vibrated 
with the power of the Cross. It became 
the theme of his glorying, his exulting. A 
year before writing to the aforementioned 
group he had written to another company, 
who were losing sight of the sole impor- 
tance and central position of Calvary in 
their relation to God, in the words of our 
text, “But God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 


Christ.” 


Paul Might Have Gloried 

in his family history and ancestry, and 
rightly so from the human point of view, 
for he came from a noble line. He might 
have gloried in his moral rectitude and 
religious zeal. Such was his life, when 
neasured by the plummet of the law and 
the commandments, that he was blameless. 
Such was his religious zeal, that he had 
resorted to shedding of blood to protect 
his own cause. 

He might have gloried in his religious 
training and leadership. Before he met 
the Christ of Calvary he had been taught 
in the letter of the law and had been ad- 
mitted with honors into the highest circle 
of his order. After his remarkable con- 
version to Christ he became the outstand- 
ing apostle. He founded and organized 
churches, ordained ministers, and held high 
offices in the Church. But he exulted in 
none of these things. 

He might have boasted of his intellectual 
attainments and natural gifts. He was a 
man of no mean education and culture. 
His scholarship ranked high. He had ac- 
quired a remarkable training before com- 
ing to Christ. Thereafter his usefulness 
was greatly increased by the gift of the 


Holy Spirit, and he be- 
came a prolific writer 
and powerful preacher. 
Paul might have gleried 
in his giant achievements. 
By his missionary and 
evangelistic ministries he 
had evangelized the greater part of the 
then known world. He had evangelized in 
a quarter of a century the Roman Empire, 
the founding and establishing of which had 
required nearly seven centuries. He might 
have boasted of his multiplied sufferings 
and privations. Few men have ever been 
able to record such a long list of sufferings 
as his. Few men have borne as many scars 
received in the cause they had espoused as 
did Paul. 


The Cross Fundamental 


Paul might have gloried in all these 
things, and legitimately so from man’s 
point of view, but he did not. He gloried 
in the Cross alone. To him the Cross was 
fundamental and central. Listen to his 
language—“God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross.” The Cross of Christ, 
Christ’s death for sinners on that Cross; 
Christ’s suffering in the stead of sinners; 
Christ by His atoning death redeeming 
sinners from sin and destruction; Christ by 
His death purchasing life everiasting and 
eternal glory for lost sinners, that was 
the theme of Paul’s rejoicing. In this he 
exulted. Of this he boasted. So much did 
this fact mean to him that he declared in 
no uncertain tones, “Yea doubtless, and I 
count all things but loss for the excellency 
of the knowledge of Christ Jesus my 
Lord: for whom I have suffered the loss of 
all things, and do count them but dung, 
that I may win Christ, and be found in 
him, not having mine own righteousness, 
which is of the law, but that which is 
through the faith of Christ, the righteous- 
ness which is of God by faith: that I may 
know him, and the power of his resurrec- 
tion, and the fellowship of his sufferings, 
being made conformable unto his death.” 

What an estimate Paul placed upon the 
death of Christ! And every Christian 
worthy the name shares with him in this 
unshakable conviction that the Cross is 
fundamental and central. The Church that 
would minister comfort to sin-stricken and 
distressed souls must ever keep the Cross 
central and foremost in her program and 
ministry. The Rt. Rev. J. C. Ryle, while 
Bishop of Liverpool, said, “No church will 
ever be honored in which Christ is not 
continually lifted up. Nothing whatever 
can make up for want of the Cross. When- 
ever a church keeps back Christ crucified, 
or puts anything whatever in that fore- 
most place which Christ crucified always 
should have, from that moment the church 
ceases to be useful. Without Christ cruci- 
fied in her pulpit, a church is little better 
than a cumberer of the ground, a dead 
carcass, a well without water, a barren fig 
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tree, a sleeping watchman, a silent trumpet, 
a dumb witness, an ambassador without 
tidings, a lighthouse without fire, a 
stumbling block to weak believers, a com- 
fort to infidels, a hot-bed for formalism, 
a joy to the Devil, and an offense to God.” 
How true the words of this great man! 
To remove the Cross from the center of 
the ministry of the church is like cutting 
the heart out of a man’s body. Without 
the heart he ceases to: function, so the 
church without the Cross at the center of 
things ceases to fulfill her purpose, ceases 
to bless humanity, and is a misnomer. 


The Cross in Paul’s Life and Service 


The Cross was the theme of Paul’s 
preaching, for he said, 
“I delivered unto you 
first of all that which 
I also received, how that 
Christ died for our 
sins.” His peace had 
been made “through the 
blood of the cross,” and 
he never tired of pro- 
claiming that fact. It 
was the subject of his 
writings. The crimson 
thread of that redeem- 
ing blood can- be traced 
through all his profound 
epistles. It was the 
strength of his strenu- 
ous Christian life. Lis- 
ten to his words: “I 
am crucified with 
Christ; nevertheless I 
live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: 
and the life I now live 
in the flesh, I live by 
the faith of the Son of 
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God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for 
me.” He never ceased 


to rest upon and appro- 
priate to himself the 
priceless value of 


Christ’s death. It was 
the instrument of his Stneuennnnvuemnin 
separation from the 
world and all evil. By 


it he was “crucified unto the world and the 
world unto him.” The Cross closed his ears 
to the enticing and unrelenting appeals of 
the outside world and the inside foe, and 
opened his ears to the deafening cries of the 
sin-torn hearts of men the world around. It 
was the instrument that effected his deliv- 
erance from the servitude of self and the 
slavery of sin. “Knowing this, that our old 
man was crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that henceforth 
we should not serve sin,” it liberated him 
from the dominion of the self-life and the 
mastery of sin. The Cross became the gate- 
way into a Christian experience’of glori- 
ous freedom from the power of sin. It was 
the pledge to him of every needful thing 
in life. “He that spared not his own Son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
things.” 

Calvary removed the fear of death, and 
with its matchless glory dispelled the dark- 
ness of the tomb. Listen to Paul as he 
shouts into the arena of death in the spirit 
oi the fearless gladiator, “O death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, where is thy vic- 
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tory? The sting of death is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. But thanks be 
unto God which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” Why 
should Paul, or any other Christian, fear 
death and the grave, when Christ tore the 
bars of death asunder, ripped the jaws of 
death wide open, and left the grave but 
an empty tunnel? There gleams the radi- 
ant light of eternal glory in its matchless 
splendor. The Cross tore the sting out of 
death and robbed it of all its terror to 
every believing heart. 


The Cross and the Second Advent 


So also the Cross became the foundation | 


upon which Paul rested his hope and assur- 


oi service; his source of comfort in suf- 
fering; and the main spring of his hope of 
eternal glory. .Do you wonder that Paul 
exclaimed exultantly, “God forbid that I 
should glory, save in the cross of Christ.” 
Not for one moment do we wonder at his 
rejoicing in the value of Calvary! And 
every one who begins to understand, 
through the revelation of the Holy Spirit 
by the Word of God, the primacy, purpose, 
and power of the Cross of Christ, will join 
in rapturous delight but reverent worship 
in singing with the saintly John Bowring— 
In the Cross of Christ I glory, 
Tow’ring o’er the wrecks of time; 
All the light of sacred story 
Gathers round its head sublime.

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When I survey the won- 
drous Cross 
On which the Prince 
of glory died,

Paul, take the Cross 
into your heart and life.

May your con- 
stant prayer be, “Jesus, keep me near the 
Cross.” 
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The Cross and the Sinner 


For the benefit of any unsaved reader, | 
want to present just a few simple facts 
concerning the sacrifice of Christ in rela- 
tion to salvation from sin. I desire that 
every unsaved reader shall understand 
what Christ did for him, and how he may 
be saved through His death. ; 

The nature of Christ’s death was, first, 
substitutionary. By that I mean that 
Christ died in the stead of sinners. Whom 
did He die for? “All we like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every one to 
his own way; and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.” Note the two 
“alls’—one at the opening of this verse, 
the other at the close. All have strayed 
from God. God laid on Christ the sins of 
all. We read again, “All have sinned and 
come short of the glory of God,” but 
“while we were yet sinners, Christ died for 
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us.” God in mercy took your sins and 
mine and put them over on Jesus Christ, 
and He suffered the penalty of them in 
Himself, and He bore our guilt away. 
You and I were guilty sinners before God, 
with the sentence of death pronounced 
upon us. Jesus Christ on the cross took 
over our guilt and suffered the execution 
of the death sentence’ in Himself for us. 
He died the “just for the unjust.” He 
satisfied the righteous demands of God’s 
broken law, and now the law has no more 
claim upon the believing sinner—the sin- 
ner who in simple faith takes to himself 
the merit of Christ’s death. There at the 
Cross the fires of God’s judgment for sin 
have burned in all their fury, and they who 
step up to the Cross and stand where the 
fires have burned are safe forever. Thus 
“Christ, has redeemed us from the curse 
(penalty) of the law’ of God, which we 
had transgressed, being Himself “made a 
curse for us.” That is substitution. 
Barabbas knew the meaning of substitu- 
tion. As a prisoner of the Roman govern- 
ment, he was awaiting crucifixion for his 
crime. The awful moment arrives for his 
execution. He hears the footsteps of the 
jailer. He hears the key inserted into the 
lock. He sees the door unlocked and 
swung upon its hinges. He turns pale 
with fright. The jailer commands him to 
come forth. The soldiers stand on guard. 
Stiff with fear he moves slowly forward. 
He is led out and the chains are removed. 
He expects the next moment to be taken

HAT the communion service is a 

subject which may profitably be 

considered is evident when we call 

to mind the confusion among pro- 
fessedly Christian people concerning it. 
We have the Romanist and the High 
Church Episcopalian with their belief that 
because of virtue present in the elements 
he who partakes is morally better. On the 
other hand are misguided Protestants who 
have little regard for the spiritual value 
of the communion and to whom it is but 
a meaningless religious rite. Both of these 
classes fail to appreciate its real signi- 
ficance. In striking contrast are members 
of the Society of Friends, who, while they 
appreciate the spiritual value of the or- 
dinance, reject its form and regard the 
only necessary communion as their spiritual 
feeding on Christ. 


Why Did Jesus Institute the 


Communion? 


Was it not because of man’s tendency 
to forget and lose appreciation for that 
which is done for him? How oft does a 
child remember the sacrifices endured by 
his father and mother in his behalf during 
the years of his infancy, remember them, 
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to the cruel cross. Then he hears words 
that leave him dumbfounded. 

“You are free.” 

“Free?” “Why?” “How?” he asks. 

“Another one, Jesus by name, died in 
your place. Pilate gave the people the 
choice of crucifying you or Jesus. They 
chose Jesus, and you are released by His 
death.” 

Barabbas was saved by the death of a 
substitute. And so were you, my sinner 
friend. Will you believe it and receive 
your pardon and freedom from the sentence 
ot eternal death. 


“Bearing shame and scoffing rude, 
In my place condemned He stood; 
Sealed my pardon with His blood: 
Hallelujah! What a Saviour!” 


His sacrifice was not only substitution- 
ary, but it was complete. Just before He 
handed His spirit over to the Father, He 
said, “It is finished.” Man’s redemption 
from sin was then and there finished. The 
work of reclaiming ruined sinners was 
there completed. There is nothing more 
now to be done to provide salvation. Full 
redemption was there accomplished. Salva- 
tion is a completed product to be received 
as a free gift. There is nothing now for 
the sinner to do but to come to God and 
acknowledge his sinfulness and accept this 
free gift. “The gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.” 


“Nothing to pay, no, nothing to pay, 
Jesus has cleared the dread debt away.” 





Lastly, His sacrifice was universal in its 
wonderful provision. “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.’ That word “world” includes us all. 
And that word “whosoever” makes you 
eligible for salvation. These two words 
Geclare the universality of the provision of 
redemption by Christ’s death. ‘Whosoever 
will, let him take of the water of life 
freely” is God’s last invitation to the needy 
sinner found in the Bible. You and I may 
put our names where that word whosoever 
is found. 

Will you just now, dear unsaved reader, 
put your name in the place of the word 
whosoever? Will you make this matter 
personal and receive Christ’ by faith as 
your Saviour from sin? This sacrifice on 
the cross was made for you, but if you fail 
to claim its benefits by personal confession 
of sin and a personal act of faith, you will 
find no way of escape from the death sen- 
tence. The Cross becomes the means of 
your salvation by taking its merit to your- 
self by faith. But that same Cross be- 
comes the instrument of your damnation 
if you reject its atoning and redeeming 
value and power. What attitude will you 
take toward the Cross just now? Will you 
accept its Christ as your Saviour now? 
“He that believeth on the Son hath ever- 
lasting life; he that believeth not the Son 
shall not see life; but the wrath of God 
abideth on him.”

that is, in a way that impels him to make 
like sacrifices if necessary in the helpless- 
ness of their declining years? Would it 
have been any different with the early 
disciples of Jesus and those who followed 
them? It was because Jesus desired to in- 
spire them with the memory of His so- 
journ with them and His death for them 
that He took bread and afterwards the cup 
and said, “This do in remembrance of me.” 


In contemplating this ordinance, one can- 
not help being impressed with its simplicity. 
Bread, the common food, is made to sym- 
bolize the body of Jesus, and the juice of 
tie grape so common in Palestine is used 
to speak of His blood. The manner in 
which the disciples partook of the bread 
and wine is also indicative of simplicity. 
There is no lengthy preliminary service, 
nor a special room, and so far as we know 
no change in the posture of their bodies. 
It was while seated at the table that had 
borne their evening meal that Jesus took 
bread, asked God’s blessing upon it, and 
passed it to His disciples with the state- 
ment that it was His body broken for 
them. Thus also did He pass the cup, 
which He said was His blood. 


Human Views on the Subject 


Contrasted with the ordinance as insti- 
tuted by Jesus is the complex nature of 
the religion of Rome, with its incense, 
vestments, chants, processions and unscrip- 
tural ceremonies, but devoid of the sim- 
plicity of the One of whom it claims to be 
the sole representative on earth. 

The simplicity of the Lord’s Supper is 
what might have been expected in view 
of the life of Jesus, which was not marked 
by display at any point. From birth to death 
His was the humble path. Think of His 
manger cradle rocked by the touch of poor 
but devout hands; or His lowly occupation 
ia Nazareth while subject to Joseph and 
Mary; or His works of mercy and love, 
which were always performed because He 
desired to be helpful and not because He 
desired to display His power. 

Since the Christian Church is divided 
concerning almost every other doctrine of 
Scripture, it is not strange that views of 
the communion differ widely also. One 
would think that men would have at least 
refrained from speculating on the very 
holy of holies of Christianity. But not so, 
and when in the past Church leaders have 
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endeavored to find a way for uniting Chris- 
tians in one fellowship, it has been on this 
point that they were unable to reach an 
agreement. 

What are the communion elements? 
“Bread and wine,” says the Protestant. 
“The actual body and blood of Christ,” says 
the Romanist, pointing to the statements of 
Jesus, “This is my body,” and “This is 
my blood.” This they contend in spite of 
the spirit of Scripture and the testimony 
ot their senses. 

That the symbolic view is the correct 
one will be seen by considering a passage 
from the tenth chapter of Paul’s First 
Epistle to the Corinthians. “Moreover, 
brethren, I would not that ye should be 
ignorant, how that all our fathers were 
under the cloud, and all passed through the 
sea; and were all baptized unto Moses in 
the cloud and in the sea; and did all eat 
the same spiritual meat; and did all drink 
the same spiritual drink: for they drank of 
that spiritual Rock that followed them; 
and that Rock was Christ.” 

Was Christ present in the wilderness in 
that Rock? Yes, spiritually—not literally ; 
and in the same sense in which the Rock 
was Christ He made His statements con- 
cerning the bread and wine of the com- 
munion, “This is my body” and “This is 
my blood.” Not only does Scripture thus 
contradict Roman Catholicism, but the 
physical senses of those who partake of 
the communion also tell them they are in 
error. In spite of the fact that the bread 
still looks like bread, feels like bread, and 
tastes like bread, and therefore ought to 
be called bread, Rome says it is flesh! And 
though the wine still looks like wine, tastes 
like wine, and acts like wine, Rome says it 
is blood! 


Blessings Received 


All through the ages men have testified 
ot blessings received when partaking of the 
Lord’s Supper, because of its effectiveness 
in illustrating the work of Christ. What 
truths do we picture in the communion? 
hese: That Jesus has given Himself for 
us and to us; that He puts righteousness 
upon us and in us. The communion ele- 
ments are obtained by breaking a piece of 
bread from the loaf and by squeezing the 
lite-blood from the grape. How beautifully 
this manifests the substitutionary work of 
Jesus in our behalf. But the communion 
consists not in merely placing the bread 
and wine upon a table and gazing upon 
them as symbols of Christ’s death for us. 
The elements are partaken of, for Jesus 
said, “Take, eat,” and, “Drink ye all of it,” 
and thus is seen the closeness of Jesus’ 
union with believers. Food and drink be- 
come a very part of us; and since the 
bread and wine of which we partake sym- 
bolize the body and blood of Jesus, in this 
holy ordinance we are reminded of the fact 
that we are one with Him. 

The Lord’s Supper is not rendered less 
effective by its simplicity, but rather more 
so. Were it more elaborate, our thoughts 
would center upon the ceremony instead of 
the truth it is meant to convey; but as it 
is, the simplicity of the symbols empha- 
sizes the glory of the One symbolized. 

It must not be thought that every be- 
liever who comes to the Lord’s Table is 
blessed in the same degree, for this de- 
pends upon the extent to which he has 
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complied with the conditions for being 
blessed. 

The most important condition is this: 
Every known sin in the life must be judged 
and put away. The church at Corinth was 
troubled with people who lived in open sin 
and yet persisted in coming to the Lord’s 
Table. Paul charged them with their guilt, 
and said, “For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many sleep.” 
That is, because of their sin in thus pro- 
faning the holy ordinance God was chasten- 
ing them with illness and death. “For if 
we would judge ourselves, we should not 
be judged. But when we are judged we 
are chastened of the Lord that we should 
not be condemned with the world.” If the 
communion has ever seemed without mean- 
ing and blessing for you, consider whether 
this has not been because somewhere in 
your life you have permitted something to 
exist that has been contrary to the will of 
God and which you have not confessed to 
Him as a sin. 

Another condition is our forgiveness of 
our brethren who have injured and offended 
us. How anyone who has been forgiven 
by his Heavenly Father can refuse to ex- 
tend like forgiveness to his fellow men is 
beyond the understanding, and yet this is 
one of the most common sins of Christians. 
Many come repeatedly to partake of the 
Lord’s Supper with animosity toward fel- 
low believers. What mockery! Think not 
that there is any blessing for you at this 
table if such is your attitude. 

A third condition is reverence for the 
ordinance and for God’s house in which we

Confession of known sin, forgiveness, 
reverence, and faith! What simple condi- 
tions, and yet how momentous! 


God Fellowshiping Us 


There is one point in connection with 
this ordinance of which Christians seldom 
if ever think. In the communion we not 
only enjoy fellowship with God, but He 
enjoys fellowship with us. Do you remem- 
ber the agony when you were forgotten 
by one toward whom you had never felt 
aught but love? Is not the fact that we 
thus yearn to be remembered, and sorrow 
when we are forgotten, indicative that God 
yearns for us to remember Him and sor- 
rows when we forget? May this not be 
one of the reasons why Jesus said, “This 
do in remembrance of me’? 





The naked sought to hide;

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Salvation by Blood

ITHOUT the 
Old Testament 
scriptures 


much of the 
New Testament would 
be unintelligible. The cord of an integral 
connection is unbroken from the opening 
chapter of Genesis to the closing chap- 
ter of Revelation. It is all one book of 
inerrant inspiration, and stands alone and 
unique. Certainly our text is an “inex- 
plicable mystery” apart from the Old 
Testament, for else what do we know 
about a passover, or about the sacrifices 
and services of the Tabernacle and Tem- 
ple with which the Epistle to the Hebrews 
so abounds? 

According to I Corinthians 10:11, all 
these things happened unto them for en- 
samples or divine illustrations; “and they 
are written for our admonition,” so 
that we have authority to turn back to 
Exodus 12 and find an exposition of 
what “Christ our passover” typically 
teaches us. 

A familiar, passage indeed. It is deal- 
ing with that single deliverance of the 
children of Israel from the tyrannical 
yoke of Egyptian captivity. They were 
instructed from God through Moses and 
Aaron to take a lamb—every man a 
lamb according to the house of their 
fathers, a lamb for a house—upon a 
certain day, and to kill it. 

Observe first that there was only one 
sacrifice—the Lamb of God that taketh 
away the sin of the world. If a house- 
hold was too little for a lamb, never was 


Christ our passover is sacrificed for us— 


I Corinthians 5:7 


a lamb too little for a household, teach- 
ing the all-sufficiency of Christ. Pro- 
vision has been made by Him in His 
blood to cleanse whosoever will, from 
king in palace to pauper in hovel. “If 
any man thirst let him come unto me 
and drink.” “Come unto me, all ye that 
labor and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” It is “whosoever,” “any 
man” and “all ye,” for Jesus says, “Him 
that cometh unto me, -I will in no wise 
cast out.” 

Secondly, notice that salvation is by 
blood. They were to kill the unblemished 
lamb, and then with a bunch of hyssop 
dipped in the basin of blood, they were 
to strike it upon the sides and top of 
door posts of their dwelling house. 
When the Lord passed through Egypt 
that night and smote all the first born 
from Pharoah’s throne to the dungeon’s 
captive, God’s promise was, “The blood 
shall be to you a token upon the houses 
where you are; and when I see the blood, 
I will pass over you.” It was a stroke 
of God’s swift judgment upon a wicked 
people. 

But no household was entered that 
fateful night by that unwelcome visitor, 
death, that had slain a lamb and applied 
the blood. It is the blood of Jesus Christ, 
His Son, that cleanseth us from all sin 
(I John 1:7). “We have redemption 





through his blood, even 
the forgiveness of sins” 
(Eph. 1:7). We are 
not our own, we are 
bought with a_ price. 
“Not redeemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, but with the precious blood 
of Christ” (I Pet. 1:18, 19). “And having 
therefore boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Jesus” (Heb. 10:19). 
“Unto him who loved us and washed 
us from our sins in his own blood” 
(Rev. 1:5). ; 

Thirdly, it required more than a per- 
fect, spotless, living lamb. It must die. 
Pure living in a moral way is not salva- 
tion. It requires death to sin. I am 
crucified with Christ, yet I live, but 
Christ liveth in me; and the life that I 
now live in the flesh I live by faith in 
the Son of God who loved me and shed 
his blood for me. 

Fourthly, salvation is by substitution. 
Christ died in our stead—for us. “He died 
for us” and “He now liveth to make inter- 
cession for us.” A vicarious sacrifice is 
the only atonement known to the Bible. 
He took our sins by shedding His blood, 
but we must make personal application. 

Finally, they were perfectly safe and 
secure inside the blood-sprinkled house 
that fearful night by judgment wrath. 
It made no difference how they felt or 
how much fear they had. God did not 
say because of what you have done in 
yourselves, but because you are under 
the blood of the lamb. “Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us.” 


A Visit with the Mother of Paul Laurence Dunbar

O SWEETER note has been 
added to life’s symphony than 
that which flowed in pure tonal 
beauty from the pen of the poet 
laureate of the Negro race—Paul Lau- 
rence Dunbar. 
Thousands have listened to his songs 
since he wrote: 


There are no ears to hear my lays, 
No lips to lift a word of praise; 
But still, with faith unfaltering, 

I live and laugh and love and sing. 
What matters yon unheeding throng? 
They cannot feel my spirit’s spell, 
Since life is sweet and love is long, 

I sing my song, and all is well. 


While he sleeps “beneaf de willers in 
de grass, whah de branch’ll go a-singin’ 
as it pass,” his aged mother welcomes 
visitors to their home on Summit Street 
in Dayton, Ohio, and tells them about 
“her boy.” Having been confined to her 
bed for six weeks with neuritis she could 
not show me the poet’s library, but re- 
quested her sister and nurse to do so. 
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The Poet’s Library 


The floor was covered with a once 
bright-colored Navajo rug, and on the 
walls were pictures, mottoes and diplo- 
mas of various description. An old 
bicycle stood there, as though waiting 
for its rider of yesteryear. The faded 
black coat which he wore at the gradua- 
tion exercises at Steels High School hung 
over the back of a chair nearby. Book- 
cases lined the walls, and through locked 
glass doors one could see volumes of 
great poets of yesterday, as well as a 
complete set of the writings of Mr. Dun- 
bar. Old shoes and other things worn 
by the poet held prominent places on a 
table. It was a room filled with interesting 
mementoes of a great man—a room rather 
musty of atmosphere, yet hard to leave. 

When I re-entered the sick room where 
Mrs. Matilda Dunbar, mother of the 
poet, lay, she said to me, 

“Did you know my boy, Paul?” 

“No,” I replied, “I did not know him, 
but I have always loved his poems, one 


of which I learned in grade school, and 
have never forgotten: 


Some folks t’inks hit’s right an’ p’opah, 
Soon ez bedtime come erroun’, 

Fu’ to scramble to de kiver, 

Lak dey’d hyeahed de trumpet soun’. 
But dese people dey all misses 

Whut I mos’ly does desiah; 

Dat’s de settin’ roun’ an’ dozin’, 

An’ a-noddin’ by de fiah. 


“I am so glad you thought enough of 
his poems to come and visit me,” the aged 
mother said. 

I asked her which of his poems she 
liked the best, and mother-like she an- 
swered me, 

“Oh, I like them all! He used to 
write and then read them to me, saying. 
‘How’s that soun’, Mammy?’ and I would 
always answer him, ‘It sounds sweet to 
me, Paul, it sounds good.’” 

It was not my desire to tire her with 
questions, but she seemed more than will- 
ing to talk about her boy. She told me 
of two other sons living in a large mid- 
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west city, but said that Paul had lived 
with her, taking care of her. 

Mrs. Dunbar had been a slave, as had 
her father. The “young Massa” was good 
to them, and often in the evening she 
would hurry with the dishes that she 
might hear him read aloud. 

“I could neither read nor write,” she 
told me, “but I always wanted to know 
good things.” 


Ashamed of the “Trash” 


Paul Laurence Dunbar began writing 
before his mother knew it. The dining 
room table of the little home was covered 
with papers—she knew not what they 
contained—but Paul had told her they 
were “his school work.” 

One day a neighbor came into the 
house and asked Mrs. Dunbar why she 
had “so much trash” on the table? The 
mother said, 

“T told her what Paul had told me. I 
was so ashamed that I gathered it all up, 
put it in a big box and placed the box 
under the safe in the kitchen. I did not 
burn those papers, as my neighbor told 
me to do, and if I had, I would have 
destroyed all. of his poems—which later 
meant our living.” 

“One day,” she said to me, “Paul came 
home and said, ‘Mammy, I am going to 
publish a book.’” 

Mrs. Dunbar did not know what he 
meant by “publish a book,” and the 
youthful poet was quite chagrined at his 
mother’s lack of understanding. But she 
said, “It was not my fault!” Her first 
thought was that perhaps he had gotten 
some “big notions” at high school, “as 
some folks do.” 

Paul was then in his senior year. Sev- 
eral days later he came to her again and 
said that he had decided to publish a 
book, and going to the safe in the kitchen 
he withdrew the box filled with manu- 
script, a “wrist-size roll,” telling his 
mother that he was on his way to the 
publishing house. 

Dr. E. L. Shuey, of the United Breth- 
ren denomination, had several times 
preached in the little church to which the 
Dunbars belonged, and they looked to 
him as friend and counselor. Paul first 
approached Dr. Shuey with the matter of 
publication, but that good man was un- 
able to assist his youthful ward, as there 
were no funds, and installment payments 
were then impossible. 


When His First Book Appeared 


The young poet left the office down- 
hearted, his very countenance betraying 
his emotion and disappointment. As he 
was about to leave the building he was 
accosted by another gentleman, “a dear 
good man of God,” Mrs. Dunbar called 
him. When he learned of the trouble and 
Paul’s desire to publish a book, that man 
assumed the entire responsibility of the 
publication. 

One day, a few weeks later, a stranger 
came to the door of the Dunbar home. 
Mrs. Dunbar tells the story: 


“I opened the door and a man said, 
‘Is this where Mr. Dunbar lives?’ 


“When I told him, yes, he-said, ‘Well, 
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what is he, anyway? A preacher, lawyer, 
or what?’ 

“I said, ‘They call him a poet and an 
author.’ I did not know what that meant, 
and I was glad the man did not ask me, 
for I could not have told him, and I would 
have been so embarrassed. 

“He brought in a big box, and I did 
not wait for Paul to open it. I ran for 
the hatchet myself, and when I tore off 
the lid, there was his first book, Oak and 
Ivy! I lifted my face to heaven and 
thanked God, for I believe in Him and 
I knew that we were going to be taken 
care of.” 


Working as an Elevator Boy 


Paul Laurence Dunbar worked as an 
elevator boy in the Dayton Callahan 
Building. He took that first book with 
him, and as he carried passengers from 
one floor to another he offered them his 
publication. When a certain lady asked 
him the price of the book and he told 
her it was one dollar, she said, 

“Isn’t that a lot of money to charge 
for such a small book?” 

Mrs. Dunbar said, “I believe the good 
Lord gave my Paul the answer, for he 
said to her, 

“‘T do not charge for the size of the 
book, mam, but sell it on its merits’ !” 

More than enough copies were sold in 
two weeks to pay the publication costs, 
one hundred twenty-five dollars, and to 
buy a “wedding present for a friend of 
the family.” “In the words of my son’s 
poem, we had one ‘scrumpshus’ time.” 

When I incidentally informed Mrs. 
Dunbar that I was a member of the 
clergy, she told me of a former visit by 
a minister who had offered prayer in the 
“sacred library,’ and pointing her finger 
at me she said, 

“You shirked your duty, sir!” 


His Home-Going 

For twenty-four years now Mrs. Dun- 
bar has been left alone to mourn the 
death of her beloved Paul. She told me 
of his going, the last night of his earthly 
life. 

“He seemed cold and so lonely like 
that I asked the doctor if I might just 
lay down beside my boy. When I secured 
his permission, I said to Paul, ‘Baby, 
don’t you want your old Mammy to love 
you a little and keep you warm?’ 

“He looked up and smiled at me, and 
then he said, ‘Why, Mammy, I’ve been 
hintin’ at you all evening to do that!’ 

“He put his face next to mine, and his 
arm around me, and then saying, ‘Night, 
night, Mammy dear’—he was gone! 

“T have been alone all these long years. 
Folks have been kind and good to me, 
but, oh, how I miss my boy!” 

When I thanked her for the visit, she 
smiled and gratefully replied, 

“Thank you again for coming to see 
me. The Lord bless you in your work 
and make you successful!” 

And I left her, with a little offering 
to help in her support, and with happy 
memories of a visit with the mother of 
a great poet! 

Paul Laurence Dunbar is buried in 
Woodland Cemetery in Dayton, Ohio. 


On a monument in the shade of a willow 


tree, you read: : 
Lay me down beneaf de willers in de

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Blessings at the Wall

OD does not bless at random. In 

His wisdom He so orders that 

heavenly bounties often come to us 

at a specified time and place. There 
is truth in the thought that “great things 
always happen when men and mountains 
meet.” We will forfeit God’s richest bless- 
ings by failing to go for Him and with 
Him to the very mountain in front of us. 
History abounds with instances where men 
have come into new relationships with 
their Lord because of experiences at the 
wall. 

All seemed lost, dark. No ray of light 
appeared to beckon them onward. Behind 
them was the ghost of incompleted tasks 
and waning courage; in front, the wall of 
the humanly impossible. Then and there 
the light began to break through and with 
it a consciousness that God was being met 
instead of the barrier which seemed insur- 
mountable. This is the focus of blessing 
toward which He has been directing us. 
Dare we stop short of it? 


The Case of Israel 


The time had come for the chosen peo- 
ple to leave Egypt. How ignorant they 
were, however, of the manner in which God 
would lead them out from bondage to 
freedom. “God led them not through the 
way of the land of the Philistines, although 
that was near” (Exod. 13:17). God does 
not approve of “short-cutting” to the cher- 
ished objective. The nearest route may 
prove the farthest. The situation may look 
plausible to us and upon such outward ap- 
pearances we desire to act at once. Our 
decision is based merely upon what we see, 
and because of such an attitude on our 
part, our plan is frustrated because of 
what we do not see. Is it not human to 
choose the way of least resistance without 
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counting the possible cost? God chose the 
strange and unexpected way for Israel. 
His choice would involve humanly impos- 
sible situations, but these would carry with 
them rich blessings to be had only at God’s 
specified time and place. That place was 
the wall of the impossible. 


Think of the route. From Succoth to 
Etham, the latter situated on the edge of 
the great wilderness. It was here that the 
pillar of cloud and fire first appeared. They 
were facing the awful desert where for de- 
cades they were destined to wander. They 
were leaving behind familiar scenes as well 
as civilization, and were facing the wall. 
How graciously God led them just to this 
point in order to bless and direct. How 
significant the cloud and pillar now! It 
was born out of the situation itself. 


Again think of the route. From this 
point they were led directly south. The 
cloud changed its course, guiding them into 
a place having impassible wastes of sand 
on one side, steep mountains on the other, 
the sea in front, and the angry hosts of 
Pharaoh behind. Humanly speaking, it was 
the last place for an encampment. But 
again it was the one place reserved for 
God’s special blessing and the exhibition of 
His power. “The Lord shall fight for you, 
and ye shall hold your peace.” 


The Case of Elijah 


The prophet is brought before us in a 
very abrupt way. No formal introduction 
is given, nor does it seem necessary. What 
he accomplished obviates the necessity of 
any delineation of his former life and his- 
tory. The record in the books of Kings 
portrays a series of climaxes, unusual ex- 
periences with God by which his life was 
shaped and mellowed to receive heaven’s 


own nourishment for the heart and soul. 
The spirit of God was in this man, guid- 
ing his footsteps in ways marked out by the 
Lord Himself. He had a capacity for tak- 
ing God at His word. Because of this, he 
was brought face to face with a number of 
extremely critical situations during his 
career. Since. he went all the way for God, 
the blessing was his. This could not have 
been the case had he stopped short of God’s 
appointed time and place. 


His first recorded words are a startling 
statement with reference to an unusual 
drought upon the land, relief from which 
was subject to his prayer. After he had 
prayed, he obeyed God’s command to go 
and hide by a small mountain stream. He 
was to drink of the brook and eat of that 
which the ravens brought. “I have com- 
manded the ravens to feed thee there.” 
Mark the word “there.” That place was 
God’s place for Elijah. 


Are you where God wants you to be just 
now? May we not conclude that if he had 
disobeyed and had chosen some other loca- 
tion, the birds would have eaten his dead 
body instead of sustaining it with bread 
and meat twice a day? That place was the 
place of blessing for Elijah and none other 
would have brought it. He might have 
objected on the ground that the little stream 
would soon dry up, for surely he believed 
in his own prayer. But instead he obeyed, 
a willing victim, if we may so say, of his 
own prayer. Elijah’s faith was not con- 
ditioned by the size of the brook, nor was 
Gideon’s faith conditioned by the size of 
his army. Day by day the stream dwindled 
and things looked dark indeed. 

Things often look “blue” to us. But 
“man’s extremity is God’s opportunity,” 
and when our Father changes “blue” to 
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“black” and we find ourselves facing a rock 
wall, the morning light is near. What glad 
surprises God often sends to us! As an 
old saint has it, “Often God seems to place 
His children in positions of profound dif- 
ficulty, leading them into a wedge from 
which there is no escape.” Yet God can- 
not be wrong, and such occasions invari- 
ably turn out to be seasons of thanksgiv- 
ing, never to be forgotten. What splendid 
lessons we learn while witnessing our own 
dwindling Cheriths. It is so hard to wait, 
yet the very roots which supply our spirit- 
ual nourishment grow best when we tarry. 
It is a divine art. God does not remove 
us from place to place until the roots have 
developed. 

Note the next crisis in Elijah’s career. 
As soon as the brook dried up, when things 
looked darkest, God came to bless. “Arise, 
get thee to Zarephath, which belongeth to 
Sidon, and dwell there: behold, I have 
commanded a widow to sustain thee there.” 
Once again the definite word “there.” No 
other plaee would do. It was a command 
involving a journey of one hundred miles 
or more. And to be sustained by a poor 
widow in those days was a trying situation 
irdeed. She lived among a heathen people. 


Her land too, was suffering because of the 
curse, and she found herself in dire circum- 
stances because of Elijah’s prayer. Yet 
now he requests of her that she feed him. 
From the narrative we gather that this 
woman’s faith did not reach beyond her 
circumstances, while that of Elijah did. He 
had learned well a former lesson. He will 
not waver now. The prophet, the woman, 
and her son, the handful of meal in the 
jar, the oil in the cruse, and the few sticks 
to be used in preparing their last meal on 
the one side, and God on the other side. 
Things were dark once again, yet this 
darkness was but a preparation for heaven’s 
light. The experience at the wall once 
again. Think of what Elijah would have 
missed had he refused to go to this poor 
widow’s home! Surely “it is from the 
heights of unwavering obedience that we 
catch sight of the wide and open sea of 
blessedness.” God is never late. 


Our Lord and Saviour 


When we let our minds dwell on the 
sacrificial and completed work of Jesus 
Christ the Saviour, it makes us shudder 
to think of the awful fate of the world 
had He not gone all the way. He went to 





the wall of Calvary, thus making possible 
the solution of every human difficulty. “I 
have trodden the winepress alone.” He 
“hath broken down the middle wall of 
partition between us,” not only between 
Jew and Gentile but also between man and 
God, so that now we have abundant and 
free access to Him. The veil, typical of 
the sufferings of His flesh (Heb. 10:20), 
was rent, and now we enter boldly into 
God’s presence by a new and living way. 
All the solutions of our valley experiences 
must now be found at His feet. The way 
has been opened. It is He who stands and 
beckons us from the courts of the Most 
High to “be of good cheer, I have over- 
come the world.” The Cross did it. It 
has been aptly said that “the cross of the 
God-man has put an end to the punish- 
ment of the cross.” 

Does the road seem barren and weary? 
Do perplexities and difficulties rise like 
billows? Is every avenue darkened and 
closed? Is there no issue but that of the 
mountain ahead of us? Then remember 
that at this very place He is waiting to 
exhibit His power and manifest His glory 
in our behalf (II Chron. 6:9). Let us 
go all the way for Him.

the Holy Land serves to emphasize 

the rapid development that has taken 

place in spite of the set-back of the 
attack on the Jews by Arabs in August, 
1929, 

One notes that the influx of God’s an- 
cient people to their home land is felt in- 
creasingly, and as a consequence, prosper- 
ity in numerous ways is being experienced 
by the majority of its inhabitants. 

Of course, there is thriftlessness, luxury 
and lust, and cases even of violence and 
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NOURTEEN months’ absence from 


murder are not infrequently recorded in 
the press. But as even in the days of the 
judges when idolatry and immorality were 
predominant, the idyll of Ruth could be 
written, so under British protection and 
Jewish persevering effort, there is much 
to rejoice the hearts of those who saw in 
Herzl’s dreams and the Balfour Declar- 
ation the mysterious hand of God’s pur- 
pose. 

Of course, we are not blind to some of 
the more gloomy aspects of the situation. 
What could be more alarming than the 


claims being again put forward with re- 
gard to the Wall of Wailing and the fabu- 
lous creature Burak, the white-winged 
mule on which Mahomet is supposed to 
have flown from Mecca to the Mosque of 
Omar! One almost trembles to think of 
the shocking words recorded from the 
Koran in that beautiful dome over the 
sacred rock where Abraham offered up 
his only-begotten son, and where the sacri- 
fices for a thousand years, symbolizing the 
Lamb of God, were offered. 

A deliberate attack on the sonship of 
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Jesus Christ our Lord is found in more 
than one passage on the site of the Temple 
where He attested His messiahship. Yet 
recently, near that very spot have been un- 
covered the stone steps on which He must 
often have put His blessed feet! 


The King David Hotel 


The new buildings that attracted our at- 
tention in the Holy City are too many for 
detailed description. Of* course, the most 
noticeable is the new King David Hotel 
with its two hundred rooms and every up- 
to-date improvement. 

A little before the opening of this hotel, 
an American came into the city and when 
asked if he were a missionary, he replied: 

“Well, yes, but more than a missionary. 
Tomorrow you will see in the newspaper 
who I am.” 

The next day there was a report of a 
man who visited the newspaper offices and 
asked to be allowed to retire into a room 
to change his clothes. It was rather un- 
usual, but permission was granted, and 
soon he reappeared clad with a gorgeous 
royal robe, a golden crown on his head, 
and a rod of iron six feet long in his hand. 
He declared that he was King David, that 
he had come to rule with a rod of iron! 

Whether this man will claim to take up 
his residence in the hotel remains to be 
proved. At present he has gone to take 
charge of a chicken farm in an obscure 
Moslem village. He is another of the crop 
of false Messiahs already appearing in the 
Holy Land, a further significant sign of 
the times. 


The Wall of Wailing 


We visited more than once the Wall of 
Wailing, and were shown the recently dis- 


covered bridge or arch corresponding in 
some way, with both Robinson’s and Wil- 
son’s arch. One was surprised to see the 
innovation made by the Moslems when the 
status quo is supposed to be observed by 
all parties. A way has been opened by a 
door at the south end of the wall and a 
house turned into a mosque from which, 
until stopped by force, horrible sounds from 
fanatic dervishes have issued at the time 
the Jews come for their services of prayer. 

The Jewish claims to use this place are 
indisputable for nearly two thousand years. 
Sixteen hundred years before Mahomet 
was born, they worshiped or wept there as 
both Scripture and secular history record. 
One regrets that there should be such at- 
tachment to a few stones when the heavenly 
temple of which the Lord Jesus Christ 
their Messiah is the foundation and the top 
stone is unknown to them. But as they 
regard this place as the one spot where the 
Shekinah glory still hovers, it seems the 
height of injustice to deprive them in their 
blindness of their age-long privilege. 

But rude awakenings to the instability of 
the times in which we find ourselves have 
come to others besides Jews and Moslems. 
In visiting the building of the Holy Sepul- 
chre, the central monument of an organ- 
ized Christendom in the Holy City, we 
were privileged to go beyond the sacred 
outer precincts of the Greek chapel into 
the holiest place, and saw there a remark- 
able relic of the earthquake in Palestine 
in 1927. 

The Moslem guide once pointed out to 
us that it was just over the spot known 
as the center of Christendom, and claimed 
to be the center of the world, where the 
earth was taken for the formation of Adam, 
that the dome came down with a crash. A 








beautiful representation in silver of the 
risen Christ and a winged angel pointing to 
the Saviour, came down at that time, and 
still prone on the ground it lies. Our com- 
fort is that all authority in heaven and 
earth is still in the hands of our risen 
Redeemer, and that whatever man may say 
or do on earth He is still far above all. 


Scots Memorial Church 


The recent opening of the Scots Mem- 
orial Church of St. Andrews, erected in 
memory of those who fell in the war on the 
Palestine expedition, was an important 
event in modern Jerusalem. To this noble 
structure, which includes a hostel for Bible 
students, it is expected many will come to 
receive impressions that will deepen their 
love for the Holy Scriptures. 

The work on the Haifa Harbor goes on 
apace, and the preparation for the railway 
and oil pipe line to Bagdad has been defin- 
itely taken in hand. 

Here we see in anticipation the approach- 
ing fulfillment of that age-long prophecy 
in Isaiah 19 :23-25: “In that day shall there 
be a highway out of Egypt to Assyria, and 
the Assyrian shall come into Egypt, and 
the Egyptian into Assyria. In that day 
shall Israel be the third with Egypt and 
with Assyria, even a blessing in the midst 
of the earth, whom Jehovah of hosts shall 
bless, saying, Blessed be Egypt my people, 
and Assyria the work of my hands, and 
Israel mine inheritance.” 

The work of missions is still going for- 
ward in Palestine and the East, and new 
converts amongst Jewish and Moslem men, 
women and children are increasing; but 
much prayer is needed for them in these 
solemn days when the coming of the Lord 
draweth nigh. 


Great Britain in Palestine

LY: 

The editorial notes on page 239 of your 
January issue, are, I venture to think, 
open to some modification. 

British policy there criticized, has not 
said that the 160,000 Jews should not be 
increased, but it limited the increase to a 
safe population limit, or rather proposed 
to do that. 

Without such restraint it is probable that 
many thousands in excess of the absorptive 
power of the country would be thrown upon 
the Arab and Jewish population, and that 
suffering and death would result. Failure 
to act would put the responsibility upon the 
MacDonald government and the already 
overtaxed British people. Zionism, as well 
as other enthusiasms, once chilled, sub- 
side, and the whole of the condition is 
charged against England. 

As to Arabian control, you say “the 
Jews will never quietly submit to it.” De- 
mocracies in the United Kingdom, as in 
the United States, ask for reasonably quiet 
submission to the majority. Just why a 
reversion from this should be sanctioned, 
it is not easy to see. 
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The Lord’s endeavor to maintain re- 
ligion on earth involved a temporary repre- 
sentative religion—that of the Mosaic ritual 
—until “the fullness of time,” when He 
would Himself teach in person in the Tem- 
ple and in Galilee of the Gentiles. The peo- 
ple chosen to fill in the gap between the 
relics of the old and the coming of the new 
did that work but indifferently, as is shown 
by the criticisms of them in the Scriptures. 

The Lord having come, their work, or 
one part of it ceased; but to them remained 
the care of the Scriptures. But even that 
care has passed in great measure to those 
who believe in the Incarnate Jehovah. They 
are also a somewhat unwilling testimony to 
Christian claims, based upon the Hebrew 
prophets. Future worship is neither on 
the hill in Samaria nor in Jerusalem, but 
wherever the Omnipresent Lord is known 
and loved. 

That Holy Land and that Holy City were 
of religion as then possible. The better 
is now possible, and land and city alike 
are places, items, in the city and kingdom 
of the Lord, which will cover the whole 
earth. Those who still put stress upon 
localities, may be of some service, but 
should not be over eager. There are many 





holy cities, many old homesteads; but 
neither Benares, Mecca, Rome, Boston, nor 
Jerusalem should trench upon the functions 
of the New Jerusalem that is to come down 
from God out of heaven.

OUR REPLY TO THE ABOVE 


We highly respect our correspondent but 
we cannot entirely agree with him. The 
British limitation of the Jewish population 
in Palestine is doubtless good human 
statesmanship for the time being, but when 
Great Britain or any other nation begins 
to deal with the Jew in Palestine it enters 
on supernatural territory, and the ordinary 
rules of statesmanship do not work. 

Our friend thinks that the Jews in their 
God-given land should govern themselves, 
or be governed by, the principles that main- 
tain in a democracy like the United States ; 
but with all his intelligence and piety he 
has read the Scriptures to small purpose 
when he thus thinks. The Jews were, are, 
and always shall remain a peculiar people, 
and the reason why a “reversion” should be 
“sanctioned” in their case, and why it cer- 
tainly will come to pass, is because Je- 
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hovah has so ordained it. He has ordained 
it however, not for their sake alone, but 
for the world’s sake. 

It is indeed true that the Jews did their 
work “but indifferently” in the time past, 
and it is on that account they are now suf- 
fering. But their time is coming again, 
unless the promises of God are to fail, and 
this we do not believe. 

“Worship,” as he says, “is wherever the 
Omnipresent Lord is known and loved”; 
but He is going to be known and loved 
in Jerusalem by the people who once re- 





jected and caused Him to be crucified. 
“Yet have I set my king upon my holy hill 
of Zion” (Ps. 2:6). 


There are not “many holy cities” in 
Jehovah’s estimation, notwithstanding 
what our friend says. There is but one 
holy city, Jerusalem, but it will not 
“trench upon the functions of the New 
Jerusalem that is to come down from God 
out of heaven.” God also has arranged 
for that. 


These things can be learned only by the 








synthetic study of the Bible, the study of 
it as a whole. Those who look upon the 
Bible as a book of texts, or who are con- 
tent to familiarize themselves merely with 
certain parts of it, must expect to be not a 
little confused in the treatment of a subject 
like that of the Jews in Palestine, but pa- 
tience with diligence can accomplish much. 
Hence Paul’s admonition to Timothy (II 
Tim. 2:15), “Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that needeth 
not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the 
word of truth.”—Editors. 


A Great Church Proves Its Ideals and Standards

UILDING a great Sunday School is 

an interesting experience. Ours of 

the First Baptist Church has been 

all the more interesting because 
through the building of a great Sunday 
School we have built a church of more 
than 3,000 members, though we have 
swarmed four times, and have four other 
Baptist churches in a city of less than 30,- 
000 population. 

The building of a great Sunday School 
requires equipment as modern as the needs 
of our times demand. And the best way to 
get the new equipment is to overrun the 
old. 

To begin with, we had only the main 
building, built in the days when the people 
thought all they needed was an auditorium 
and a few Sunday School class rooms. 
From this we have grown in fifteen years 
to a plant containing two and a half acres 
of floor space, 172 class rooms, 21 auditor- 
iums and assembly halls, a large com- 
mittee room and library, four offices, and 
cabinets and storage rooms, kitchen and 
kitchenette, dining room, and four Boy 
Scout huts or meeting rooms, and a spaci- 
ous roof garden. 


Going after the People 
But an old building cannot be overrun 
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hor a new one filled by just trying to wish 
them in. If you get the pupils you must 
go after them. Our Sunday School teach- 
ers and workers meeting is held every 
Wednesday evening with an average at- 
tendance of between 250 and 300 the year 
ardund. These have made as high an an- 
nual, record as 50,175 visits, 35,000 cards 
and letters, and 17,500 phone calls. 

How is all this done? In the first place, 
by maintaining an efficient organization. 
There are 134 teachers, and 320 general, 
departmental and class officers in our 
school, besides a great number always in 
training for these positions. It is required 
of these that they attend the weekly work- 
ers meetings, unless prevented for provi- 
dential reasons. If they cannot, or will 
not attend these assemblies we do not re- 
tain them in these positions. The King’s 
business requires efficiency as well as haste. 
This means the loss of only a few. Sun- 
day School workers are like everybody 
else, they want to be on hand if something 
important is going on. 


High Standards 


Second, by holding up a high standard 
of conduct on the part of teachers and of- 
ficers. The Sunday School is without an 
asset in the teacher whose heart is di- 





vided between the Church and the world, 
the class and frivolity. 


Such teachers and officers are liabilities 
in that they are incapable of exerting a 
savory influence over their pupils, and are 
to be numbered among the greatest draw- 
backs to soul-winning in the school. The 
church insists that these refrain from card- 
playing, dancing, Sabbath desecrating, and 
all such inconsistencies as would compro- 
mise them in the eyes of the world. Most 
of them, when the importance of their 
position has been stressed and they have 
been. reminded of the eternal values that 
have been committed to their care, will- 
ingly and gladly lay the world aside. 


It has been found that a few, but only 
a few, will be unwilling to pay the price 
of separation. On the other hand, it has 
been demonstrated that there are matiy 
church members who would be willing to 
sacrifice the world if a place of real serv- 
ice is offered them. One of the greatest 
correctives for worldliness is to put people 
to work for the Lord. 


How the Money Comes 


It is through this host of efficient work- 
ers, trained and led by Mr. Walter Jack- 
son, our highly efficient educational di- 
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rector, that the pace of all our church ac- 
tivities is set. 

Through the Sunday School classes and 
departments ninety per cent of all the 
money of our church is subscribed and paid 
Out of a $50,000 budget, $44,000 of it came 
through the Sunday School. This church 
is one of the pioneers in these plans, and 
from the first has been enthusiastic over 
their proven success. 

It might be interesting here to know that 
it was in this church that the office of edu- 
cational director got its name. This church 
is also the originator of summer encamp- 
ments, or assemblies. The first one in the 
world was held by the young people’s 
unions of this church on the Clear Fork 
of the Brazos River, where is still held 
one of the most iargely attended summer 











encampments in America. Soul-winning 
has the topmost place in this school, candi- 
dates for baptism being constantly received. 


A Church for Young People 


The social life of our church is most 
happy. It is largely a young people’s 
church, which has been made possible by 
providing a large place for young people. 
At that point many churches fail. One of 
my constant joys is in seeing fine Christian 
young people meet in their church activ- 
ities, fall in love in the church, get married 
in the church, and rear their children in 
the church. Every time that happens it 
means the linking of another home and the 
church together. Always when I see a 
thing like that starting I want to give it a 
boost, and help it along. How much bet- 


ter than meeting at vulgar picture shows 
and salacious dances, or in parked auto- 
mobiles. There are many social abuses 
among our young people waiting to be cor- 
rected by our churches and Sunday Schools, 
and we sin greatly against them if we fail 
at that point. 

Building a great Sunday School, mould- 
ing and training the young life of the 
church, and conserving and utilizing the 
adult life is great business. It has an in- 
viting thrill for all who will seriously en- 
gage in it. But let it be told in no uncer- 
tain words, it cannot be done by slipshod 
methods and plans, and with teachers and 
workers lacking the highest sense of re- 
ligious integrity and moral responsibility. 
Certainly there is no task with a greater 
challenge, or that yields greater results.

HO CAN measure the conse- 
quences of a good deed done in 
the Master’s name and for His 
sake? 


Some years ago an evangelist con- 
ducted meetings in Great Falls, Mont., 
taking with him an assortment of Moody 
Colportage Library books.

The next day the sexton took the book 
to the young merchant and asked him to 
read it, saying, 

“It will help you as it has helped me.” 

Miller accepted the book and read it. 
He was strongly impressed with I John 
5:13, which reads: “These things have I 
written unto you that believe on the 
name of the Son of God; that ye may 
know that ye have eternal life.’ From 
that moment his doubts disappeared, for 
he believed on the Son of God as his 
Saviour, and the verse, as Mr. Moody 
showed, was written in order that be- 
lievers in Christ might know (not 
“guess,” or “think,” or “hope”) that they 
have (not “shall have’) eternal life. 
From that day on he fought the tempta- 
tion to doubt with I John 5:13, and ever 
afterward had abiding peace concerning a 
present possession of eternal life. 

But that was not all. Soon he experi- 
enced a strong desire to win others for 
Christ. In less than a year he gave up a 
prosperous business and was on his way 
to the Moody Bible Institute to be trained 
for Christian work in the school founded 
by the man who wrote the book that had 
meant so much to him. After two years 
he became a teacher of music at the In- 
stitute, and afterward labored under the 
Extension Department, leading the sing- 
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ing in evangelistic meetings and union 
Bible classes. 

But God had a greater ministry for His 
servant. In the summer of 1901 it hap- 
pened that he was called upon to teach 
the third chapter of Ezekiel. In his 
preparation he was strongly impressed 
with the eighteenth verse: “When I say 
unto the wicked, Thou shalt surely die; 
and thou givest him not warning, nor 
speakest to warn the wicked from his 
wicked way, to save his: life; the same 
wicked man shall die in his iniquity; but 
his blood will I require at thine hand.” 
He realized as never before the awful 
doom of sinners, and his responsibility 
as a Christian to warn and point them to 
an all-sufficient. Saviour. As a conse- 
quence he launched out as an evangelist, 
preaching and singing the gospel with zeal 
and earnestness, until his sudden death in 
January, 1923.*

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ITTLE did Voltaire think, when he 

boasted of the Bible’s becoming

Lord Jesus Christ.” Already have Peter's 
“false prophets ... privily” brought “in 
damnable heresies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them”; and according to Tim- 
othy they “shall wax worse and worse, 
deceiving and being deceived” (II Tim. 3: 
13). 

But God will ever maintain a testimony 
to himself, and as the apostasy deepens he 
calls His people, as never before, to listen 








to His Word. And they are listening! 
Witness the Bible conference movement in 
our land! Without organization, without 
money, without propaganda, it has increased 
amazingly, and every Bible teacher finds 
more demands upon his time than he can 
meet. Witness the Bible institutes! Wit- 
ness Bryan University, which so many are 
saying is surely of God! 

There are, thank God, colleges and uni- 
versities that remain faithful to the fun- 
damentals of the Bible, and of these there 
are some that really put first things first, 
making Christ and the Bible supreme in 
classroom and on campus.

Opening Blind Eyes, Physical and Spiritual, 


in Egypt!

MAN is helped more by what he 
reads than by what he hears, for 
he can get alone and think it out 
and God then speaks,” says Ghindi 
of Cairo, who is perhaps the most out- 
standing blind Christian in Egypt. 

Ghindi is being powerfully used of God 
in connection with the Braille Circulating 
Library of Richmond, Va., for the purpose 
of giving the truth to the educated blind 
of his country. 

This is how it came about. 

A few Christian women in Richmond 
had pledged themselves to pray for the 
work of the Braille Library, especially the 
circulating of the books of James H. Mc- 
Conkey among the blind all over the world. 
They prayed that the Lord would open 
the way for Mr. McConkey’s messages to 
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be translated and made available by means 
of Braille (the embossed type) to the 
blind in pagan countries. 

One day a letter came from a mission- 
ary friend saying that the Braille copy of 
The New Commandment which she had 
received had been sent to Ghindi and that 
he was much impressed with it. This was 
an incitement to more prayer. Correspond- 
ence with a missionary friend in Cairo fol- 
lowed, and other books were sent to Ghin- 
di. Finally, arrangements were made to 
have him translate and transcribe the 
English Braille books into Arabic Braille. 
The more he read the more he felt the 
power of these God-given messages in 
his own life, and the more he longed to 
make them available to the 160 blind 
sheiks in the El Azhar University to 


whom he taught Braille and handcrafts. 

One of these sheiks came to him one 
day, and handing him the New Testament, 
said: 

“I have read this through three times. 
Can no one explain it to me?” : 

In telling the incident to his missionary 
friend, Ghindi said, “They need books 
about the Bible—books that will make cer- 
tain texts live. The McConkey books are 
just the kind.” 

Another of his friends, who is a secret 
believer, said to him, “Every day I teach 
the Koran, but I speak of Christ and al- 
ready they begin to notice. Any day I 
expect to be asked if I believe in Christ, 
and then I shall boldly confess Him, for 
I do believe in Him.”

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VENEZUELA ATTEMPTS DRASTIC 
MEASURES 


Recently Rev. O. Covault, returning to 
his field after a deputation visit in the 
United States, found himself not a little 
amazed when the Venezuelan Government 
refused him the privilege of rejoining his 
wife in their old station on the Orinoco 
River, where Mrs. Covault had held the 
fort during the absence of her husband. A 
new law had just been promulgated by the 
government, directed primarily at Romish 
priests, but applying to all foreign re- 
ligious teachers, absolutely forbidding their 
entering the country. We are indebted 
to Miss Grace B. Bennett for some infor- 
mation bearing directly upon the situation, 
including a circular letter from Mr. Gerard 
A. Bailey of the American Bible Society. 
Miss Bennett went 
out to join Mr. and 
Mrs. Covatlt, and was 
probably the last mis- 
sionary to enter the 
country. 

Quoting from Mr. 


Bailey: “It is fully 
known that some 
stringent restrictions 


have been placed upon 
the Catholic clergy, 
prohibiting all foreign 
priests from entering 
Venezuela. It may 
not be as fully under- 
stood, however, that 
this ruling applies to 
all foreigners, per- 
taining to any reli- 
gious body, mission or 
enterprise, presuming 
to preach, pastor or 
evangelize in this country. No matter 
what their objective be, or intended length 
of stay, should they carry a passport or 
credentials bearing any title indicating the 
above ministries, they will be denied en- 
trance. 2 

“Some time ago it was left to me to 
make an approach to the government, as 
representing the missionary and gospel in- 
terest in this Republic, to inquire as to 
what extent we were included in the re- 
strictions governing the entrance of priests. 
This I proceeded to do by a letter and the 
assistance of a mutual friend of the Min- 
ister of the Interior. The reply was con- 
cise and positive, ‘No exceptions.’ 

“We have had a trial case in connection 
with the arrival of our foreign secretary 
of the Christian and Missionary Alliance. 
Although he was traveling in the capacity 
of ‘secretary,’ it was found upon his arrival 
that the inclusion of the designation 
‘Reverend’ in his passport prevented any 
exception in his case. While I was per- 
mitted some hours visit aboard with him, 
he was unable to land. 

“Having enjoyed liberty of worship and 
every consideration for so many years un- 
der the protection guaranteed by the con- 
stitution and consistent attitude of this gov- 
ernment, we can be assured that_whatever 
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discrimination is considered by them ex- 
pedient at this time, we can rest satisfied 
that the ultimate result will justify it.” 
A Call to Prayer 

But is the matter to rest just there? 
Will not the saints of God betake them- 
selves to earnest prayer that the door may 
be speedily opened again to the gospel? 
While the societies operating in Venezuela 
can, without much difficulty, temporarily 
direct their attention to other nearby fields, 
equally needy, it would seem a calamity 
to leave stations where so much patient 
pioneering labor has been expended, where 
the spiritual desert is now just beginning 
to blossom as the rose.

wan, Miss Marion Cleveland writes of 
current perplexities and threatened famine. 
Interesting light is thrown on some local 
beliefs and customs. 

“We reach the front gate in time to see 
a procession of men and boys beating 
drums and clanging cymbals. Five men 
carrying large branches of trees, linked to- 
gether with a rope, are impersonating the 
Water Dragon. All along the street are 
crowds of people, and before each door is 
a large bucket of cold water, with which 
the dragon is drenched as it passes by. 
This affords much. merriment to the by- 
standers. The occasion of this demonstra- 
tion is a prolonged drought. The city 
magistrate has issued a proclamation for- 
bidding the slaughter of pigs or oxen, since 
the taking of life is an offense against the 
gods. The south gate of the city has been 
officially closed for some days, since heat 
and drought are supposed to come from 
that direction. 

“Laughing at the Dog’ 

“On another occasion the magistrate and 
gentry of our city observed the ceremony 
known as Hsiao keo—to laugh at the dog. 
This custom is based on a Chinese saying, 
‘If you laugh at a dog the weather won't 
be fine.’ In times of desperation for lack 
of rain a dog is dressed up as a bride, 





put in a sedan chair and carried through 
the streets so that everyone may laugh at 
it, hoping that by so doing rain may come. 
The chief magistrate walks through the 
streets in ceremonial fashion, bareheaded 
and barefooted, praying for rain. At least 
half a dozen times this month various 
parades have occurred, and the people are 
sorely distressed because the gods fail to 
auswer them. Only recently one of our 
aged church members came to us most dis- 
couraged, saying that her field had been 
planted five times and each time the crops 
had died from lack of moisture. 

“We can little appreciate the trials and 
troubles of these people. Throughout the 
whole of China there are turmoil and strife, 
famines, plagues, and banditry. The op- 
pression of the military is keenly felt 
through this province. Taxes have been 
collected twelve years in advance. The 
cultivation and use of opium has enormous- 
ly increased, due to the fact that the mili- 
tary have declared that they will levy an 
opium tax whether the people raise opium 
or not. However, in our district of Peng- 
shan, the chief magis- 
trate has withstood 
the military in favor 
of the people. He as- 
sured the people that 
if they destroyed all 
opium plants he would 
guarantee that they 
would not be taxed. 
He made a personal 
tour of the whole dis- 
trict and had all plants 
rooted up. We wish 
more officials had 
such courage.” 


AT LAST, A MIS. 
: SIONARY DOCTOR 
3 IN PARAGUAY 


How one foreign 
medical man has cir- 
cumvented the inflex- 
ible law of this South American Republic, 
and gained the unrestricted privilege of 
carrying on missionary medical work, is 
told in a letter by Dr. J. Nairn Hay, son 
of Rev. John Hay, founder of the Inland 
South American Missionary Union. 

“Paraguay is acknowledged to be the 
most difficult of the mission fields in South 
America. But at last, at the cost of many 
years of patient labor and personal sacrifice, 
the evangelical missionary has succeeded in 
effecting an entrance, and, in the face of 
the most depressing conditions, is laying 
the foundations of an evangelical church. 

“Unfortunately, no missionary doctor as 
such has been able to assist in the task. 
This is because the law does not recognize 
the medical degree of a foreign doctor, 
who therefore is prohibited from practicing 
medicine in the Republic, except perhaps as 
a quack doctor in some out-of-the-way 
country village where no recognized prac- 
titioner would consider it worth his while 
to settle. The foreign doctor may be al- 
lowed to take the prescribed examina- 
tions, but the expenses are high and the 
results uncertain. I know of only one doc- 
tor who has attempted these examinations, 
a gold medalist of a British University, 
and he failed. And so Paraguay has been 
a closed field to the missionary doctor.

The Councils of the Faculty of Medicine of 
the university then resolved to grant my 
application. And in September my name 
was added to the National Medical Reg- 
ister. This gives me liberty to practice 
medicine in any part of the Republic, and 
I enjoy the distinction of being the only 
doctor with a British degree recorded in 
the Medical Register of this Republic.” 





CHANGING INDIA 
Away with Purdah! 


Followers of Mahatma Ghandi in his 
civil disobedience campaign proclaimed 
recently that Purdah, the seclusion of 
women, is doomed, since women have en- 
tered into the struggle for independence. 
They exulted in the fact that Indian 
women, who for centuries preferred the 
seclusion of their homes, have received a 
new world status from the Simon commis- 
sion, which took particular cognizance of 
women’s part in the struggle. 

Ghandi’s subalterns issued the following 
appeal: “Away with ancient Purdah! Come 
out of the kitchens quick! Fling the pots 
and pans rattling into corners! Tear the 
cloth from your eyes and see the new 
world! Let your husbands and brothers 
cook for themselves. There is much work 
to be done to make India a nation.”—Mis- 
sionary Review of the World. 


“From Suttee to Suffrage’ 

This phrase is used by a London cor- 
respondent of the New York Times regard- 
ing one of the round table proposals of the 
Indian delegates, that Indian women should 
be accorded the right to vote. This is in- 
deed a great proposal for India’s neglected 
and secluded women. It was only twenty- 
five years ago that the last vestige of suttee, 
or the ceremony of burning widows alive, 
was stamped out by the British Govern- 
ment. Formerly such sacrifices of women 
on the funeral pyre of their husbands was 
commonly observed as a religious custom 
of the Hindus. “Suttee’ means “good 
wife.’ A woman who wished to live after 
the death of her husband was not consid- 
ered a good wife. Hence she either threw 
herself into the flames voluntarily, or was 
forced in by the orthodox members of the 
family. From suttee to suffrage is one 
measure of India’s progress—The Mission- 
ary Link. 





GOOD NEWS FROM KIKUYU 

Reports from the various Kikuyu sta- 
tions show that the fierce opposition fanned 
by political agitators has begun to diminish. 
At Tumu-Tumu nearly 200 members have 
returned to communion during the last two 
years. In Kikuyu, at a baptismal service 
in August, the congregation numbered 
1,400, while thirty-one were baptized into 
the church and forty-eight were accepted 









as inquirers. Every Sunday, writes Dr. 
Arthur, sees five, ten, fifteen people stand 
up for Christ before their fellows by taking 
the vow to be done with evil practices. The 
local income of churches and schools has 
been affected, and the mission council and 
church have appealed for special help to 
enable the African Church to maintain its 
stand against the powers of darkness.— 
Missionary Review of the World. 





ACTIVITY OR SPIRITUAL POWER? 
In this present day, the sin-hardened 
world demands that the Church produce 
something which ‘will justify its claims to 
being a divine organization. We maintain 
hospitals, do charity work, furnish educa- 
tional and recreational facilities for un- 
privileged children, and dispense many 
philosophies ; but organizations which claim 
no credit to being Christian are doing the 
same. There are various fraternal orders 
in whose programs the name of Jesus has 
no place, and some whose standards of 
morals are on a low plane, but when it 
comes to great charitable enterprises and 
philanthropic activities they equal anything 
the Church does. They are the Egyptian 
magicians of this age who are duplicating 
the work of God’s people to that extent. 
Before we can challenge the attention of 
the Egyptian court of this world, the 
Church will have to produce fruits of 
spiritual power which the world cannot 
duplicate. When the Church goes beyond 
the humanitarian ministries; when she be- 
comes saturated with a divine love that 
includes the souls of every nation; when 
she pours out her wealth in sacrificial giv- 
ing to the missions of other lands, not only 
io relieve famine and plague, but to bring 
them the gospel of salvation from sin,— 
then we will come nearer fulfilling our mis- 
sion in the world and justify our existence. 
Until then, we are going to be respon- 
sible before the bar of a just God for what 
we could be and are not doing. Our re- 
sponsibility is measured by our ability. We 
should not be boasting of what we are 
doing, when we ought to be on our knees in 
humility and repentence because we are 
not wisely using the wealth which has 
been entrusted to our keeping.—James 
B. Reid, in the European Harvest Field. 





THE CHILDREN’S HELL 


A Japanese newspaper pulls the curtain 
aside and reveals the shocking conditions 
existing among children in Japan. This 
paper reports that something like 200,000 
illegitimate children are born annually in 
Japan, and half a million little ones are dis- 
posed of in various ways. More than 1,000 
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babies are forsaken on the streets of Japan 
every year by those who are supposed to be 
their guardians, and there are numerous 
“homes” all over Japan where little girls 
are being trained to become licensed pros- 
titutes. The same paper also reports the 
terrible fact that the number of children 
(presumably little girls) under the age of 
fifteen engaged in questionable professions 
exceeds four million. 

This is the most appalling revelation we 
have ever read of conditions among chil- 
dren anywhere, and it comes from a Japa- 
nese source—one of the cleanest, finest and 
best newspapers in the country. After all 
our talk about civilization, culture and edu- 
cation it is pathetic to read that thousands 
of undesired infants either have the life 
squeezed out of them when they arrive, or 
are sold into the hands of “flesh brokers,” 
who commit them to “homes” where little 
innocent girls are prepared for a life of 
vice. The civil law of Japan provides that 
anybody with independent status may adopt 
children, no matter how many, and become 
their authorized parent. The same law 
further stipulates that the parent has al- 
most absolute power over their children 
until they reach maturity. Hence, no one, 
not even the court, has the right to inter- 
fere with rascals selling their adopted chil- 
dren. The “parents” of little slaves gen- 
erally lead luxurious lives out of the bar- 
gains they make, and often boast of their 
trade as “the utilization of waste products.” 

The heart of our Saviour must yearn 
over the way these little victims are mur- 
dered, speedily in some cases and slowly 
in others. But what about our hearts? Is 
there any. passion in them to lend a helping 
hand for the deliverance of the oppressed 
children? Surely no one can be apathetic 
after reading this shocking revelation. We 
must pray as never before; but we must 
also act.—The Friend of Japan.

Moody, and R. A. Torrey. Then in this 
land, I had the joy of being advised by the 
sainted J. Hudson Taylor and F. W. 
Baller, my language teacher and superin- 
tendent in the Mission Training Home. I 
feel unworthy of all these great teachers 
and exemplars, but God gave them to me. 

It is our united and constant prayer 
that God may give you strength for all 
your tasks, keeping you firm and straight 
in the good old way and then reward you 
with greater work by His side as the 
ages roll along. 

I landed in Shanghai in 1891 alone and 


with but $2.00 in my pocket, and never 
have taken or desired a salary. On free- 
will offerings I got married, rented prop- 
erty, secured girl orphans and then boy 
orphans, and found friends who gave 
presses to open and extend our tract work. 
We have made no financial profit, and 
have given away thousands. 

The Reds seem closing in on China. 
The government is radically infidel, and 
the prophesied times seem near. We want 
to be ready when Jesus comes.

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CROWDING THE CROSS 


We do not mean crowding to the Cross 
by sinners anxious to receive the cleans- 
ing power of the blood of Jesus Christ. 
We mean the crowding out of the Cross 
as a fact and as the cardinal doctrine of 
Christianity. If we were asked to put 
the finger upon the one thing which is 
causing impotence and discouragement in 
the Christian Church today, we would put 
it upon the fact that the Cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ is crowded out. 

It is not a modern movement at all. 
Paul knew very well that the Greek 
deemed the preaching of the Cross per- 
fect folly. There are plenty today, some 
in Christian pulpits, who are quite Greek 
in this regard. One may attend a church 
a long, long time, and never once hear 
that Jesus Christ died for our sins. 

Man’s estimate of his righteousness has 
banished the Cross. The sense of sin is 
rare. Few Davids cry out, “Against thee, 
thee only have I sinned and done this 
evil in thy sight.” Penitential prayers 
are novelties even in church. Confession 
of sin is as cold and formal, impersonal 
and non-committal as taking up the col- 
lection. The average man (and woman) 
today is pretty well satisfied with his 
moral and spiritual standing. All this 
makes the Cross unnecessary. “Simply to 
Thy Cross I cling” is not true with them. 
They cling to their good deeds, their re- 
spectability and general standing. 

Last, to mention no others, the multi- 
tude of plans and movements now pro- 
posed and pressed with vigor, have rele- 
gated to the rear the Cross of our Lord 
Jesus Christ as the great saving force in 
the world. Consciously or unconsciously 
the prevailing idea now is, not that 
“Jesus saves,” but that man saves—not 
saves souls (an old-fashioned, unpleasant 
expression), but saves groups and classes 
and communities. It will be a great day 
when the Cross, with Christ as the great 
Substitute dying for our sins, our only 
Saviour, is again pre-eminent in the 
thought and preaching of the Church— 
The Presbyterian. 





THE OUTSPOKEN ENCYCLICAL 

Whatever religious tenets they may 
hold, right-thinking people cannot fail to 
admire the uncompromising forcéfulness 
with which Pope Pius XI attacks social 


evils in his encyclical. Leaders of other 
faiths may well ask themselves why so 
much tenderness and gentleness are per- 
mitted to interfere with whole-hearted 
warfare on tendencies of the day detri- 
mental to the moral welfare of the world. 
His Holiness has set an example, which 
should not have been necessary, but 
which now should be gratefully accepted, 
to all those who deplore the trend of 
events, but have hesitated heretofore to 
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speak up with a militancy worthy of the 
cause of righteousness. 

Mankind knows the world is divided 
between good and evil, and, to an extent, 
realizes how indifference in promoting 
the former leaves a vacuum promptly 
filled by the latter. In no way is this 
truer than with regard to the problems 
circling around marriage and divorce, 
where compromise has all but crowned 
vice with a halo. Why should it be so? 
Are the torch-bearers afraid of giving 
offense? Do they lack the proper spirit? 

The conditions which called forth the 
terrific condemnation of the Pope have 
not been created in a day. They have 
crept gradually to their place in the body 
politic—permitted to do so because the 
opposition was not there—until, to para- 
phrase the Pope, “seen too oft, familiar 
with their face, we first endure, then pity, 
then embrace.” 

It is not necessary to review the analy- 
ses of his Holiness or repeat the specific 
charges he makes. The progress of 
divorce and the corresponding indiffer- 
ence toward the sanctity of the marriage 
vow have become a canker of which all 
are aware. The question arising from 
the encyclical is whether the world is to 
go on taking the growing looseness of 
marital obligations and legal dissolution 
as things to be accepted and endured, or 
whether there is a duty to carry the war 
into the camp of ease and indifference 
and remove the sear from the public con- 
science. 

The Pope has given leadership. Must 
it stop with that? Or are Protestant 
clergymen and authorities willing to take 
up the battle and show that they are not 
too timid to wrestle with problems the 
seriousness of which is evident to every 
one?—Toronto Globe. 





ARE HARD TIMES NEARLY OVER? 


The answering of another question may 
help to fix the date when the return of 
prosperity may be expected. The other 
question is this: Was an era of pros- 
perity ever founded on anything except 
industry, frugality, honesty, and the other 
homely virtues? 

The present time is not distinguished 
for the industry of those engaged in the 
world’s work. Pleasure is the summum 
bonum. Many work only that they may 
have the means to enjoy themselves, and 
they work no longer and no harder than 
necessary to insure an income which will 
provide them with a good time. Pride in 
his work, the desire to excel in the 
amount and excellency of it, are not fre- 
quently found among those engaged in 
offices, stores, factories. When the em- 
ployer often deserts his office for golf, 
or some other sport, or for pleasure trips, 
he can hardly complain that his em- 
ployees should take things as easy as they 


dare. Industry is a business virtue which 
has become almost extinct. 

Thrift is another virtue to which little 
attention has been given in recent years. 
The ability to buy on credit has encour- 
aged many to extravagance. Love of 
pleasure, of finery, the desire to have 
everything that neighbors have, the dread 
of appearing to be in straitened circum- 
stances, have resulted in large expendi- 
tures which have not received a real 
equivalent in value. Many things are 
luxuries, although the people who pur- 
chase them persuade themselves that they 
are necessities. It looks as if there was 
no lack of money to spend when the ad- 
missions at one foot ball game amounted 
to $450,000, and the season’s receipts for 
the Passion Play at Oberammergau were 
$1,200,000. Purses seem to open easily, 
but much that is bought is not worth the 
price to the purchaser. 

If jndustry and frugality and honesty 
are the only basis on which a real pros- 
perity can be erected, are there any signs 
of the reviving of these virtues? We 
wish that we could answer in the affirma- 
tive with some degree of confidence. Fif- 
teen years of unusually good times have 
developed careless, wasteful, extravagant 
habits. 

The return of prosperity does not de- 
pend nearly so much on outward condi- 
tions, but on such changes in the char- 
acter of individuals as will make them 
competent to build secure foundations 
for prosperity, and to use it without dam- 
age to themselves when it comes. 

Perhaps the long months of depression 
have begun to teach the needed lesson, 
but attainments are not yet sufficient to 
warrant graduation from the hard school. 
Hard times will pass when industry and 
frugality have again become the habit 
of men.—The United Presbyterian. 





CHRISTIAN PREACHERS BUT 
PAGAN TEACHERS 


There was a time when the home and 
the Sunday School attended to the spir- 
itual instruction of the young. Modern 
conditions, however, have so _ largely 
changed the character of the home that 
it is not practicable to lay the entire 
burden upon its shoulders. The Sunday 
School, too, has declined when compared 
with the secular school, especially the 
modern public school. The secular edu- 
cational system, by its very vitality, effi- 
ciency, and richness, constitutes a source 
of unintentional danger to religion so 
long as these schools give to religion no 
more effective recognition than they now 
do. The Sunday School has not kept 
pace in development with that of the pub- 
lic school. The child who sees that for 
every million spent for secular training 
less than a thousand is spent for spiritual 
training, cannot help but compare the 
adequacy of the secular program with the 
inadequacy of the religious program. 
The result is taat the latter is usually 
viewed with condescension, and at times 
with open contempt. 

It is in this very matter of education 
that the real battle line is drawn between 
Chris‘:anity and the new paganism. The 
Church can do the preaching, but if 
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paganism can do the teaching the preach- 
ing will be the losing side. To this truth 
the prophets of paganism are thoroughly 
awake but in too large a per cent of 
churches the work is wholly inadequate. 
The responsibility of teaching to the 
American youth the spiritual interpreta- 
tion of life is forced upon untrained 
voluntary teachers. A teacher in our 
public schools, who had no better train- 
ing for his work than many of those in 
our Sunday Schools, could not hold his 
place. The inevitable result is the un- 
favorable comparison of the quality of 
religious education with that given in 
the secular schools. 

There is but one remedy. The Church 
must make religious education a major 
enterprise. The Sunday School, both in 
quality of instruction, character of equip- 
ment, and relative time and importance 
given to it, is far beneath the standard 
of the American public school. The hour 
demands a crusade for religious education 
which will convince the Church of its 
higher duty to its children, and the State 
of its own danger when multitudes of its 
youth come to maturity, illiterate as to 
the true interpretation of life and in- 
capable of building their character upon 
the supreme realities—Christian Herald. 





A PARISH THE SIZE OF 
CONNECTICUT 


A large one-man field, the size of. the 
whole state of Connecticut, is in western 
Texas, where the missionary, Rev. J. T. 
McCaa, with headquarters at Brady, 
serves five missions which radiate Church 
influence out to the ranch homes in the 
country round about. Two of the mis- 
sions are off the railroad. Another place, 
adopted temporarily until some better ar- 
rangement can be made, is sixty miles 
from the railroad. This is not the only 
missionary enterprise in west Texas.— 
Parish Publicity Service. 





THE WET CAT OUT OF THE BAG 

The weakness of the wet position is 
shown in the statement of Representative 
O'Connor of New York that “the wets will 
endeavor to nullify the prohibition law by 
blocking the enforcement appropriation” in 
Congress. Of course, the wets in the pres- 
ent Congress and in the next could not 
block the appropriation, because of their 
limited numbers. But the fact that they 
should try to do it, as they have tried 
persistently in the past, is significant. It 
means that the wets are not willing, and 
as a group have never been willing, to give 
enforcement a chance. Yet they are all the 
time saying that enforcement cannot suc- 
ceed. In other words, the way to make it 
fail is not to try it. 

The position is an admission of weakness 
in another way. The wets announce that 
they are working for repeal of the Eigh- 
teenth Amendment. That is their professed 
objective. It is entirely legitimate as long 
as it is done in a legitimate way. But evi- 
dently the wets, according to their repre- 
sentation in Congress, have limited con- 
fidence of success in that procedure. They 
would break down enforcement by nullifi- 
cation in order to establish a basis for their 
cause. Such an attitude will not appeal to 
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the common sense and fair-mindedness of 
the American people. 

It is a notable fact that at the height 
of the wet agitation in the last year en- 
forcement work has been pushed forward 
with unusual effectiveness, as the annual 
report of the Attorney-General showed a 
few days ago. Is it possible that a show- 
ing of this kind, with the prospect that it 
may be made still better, is what is really 
troubling the -wets? That it is just such 
a prospect they would try to destroy by 
nullification ?—Kansas City Star. 





THE ORIGIN OF THE INDIVIDUAL 
COMMUNION SERVICE 

The famous painting, “The Lord’s 

Supper,” by Leonardo da Vinci, indicates 

that the Lord and His disciples each had 


a cup from which the wine was taken. , 


Custom of that time would indicate that 
the individual cup was in vogue in early 
days. As time went on the idea appar- 


ently grew that by drinking from a com- 
mon cup one humbly asserted his desire 
before all men to partake of the mystery 


of the Lord’s Supper. The single cup, 
therefore, was an institution until the last 
part of the nineteenth century. 

In 1893, Rev. J. G. Thomas, both a min- 
ister and physician, inaugurated the first 
individual communion service for the 
Putnam County Church in Ohio. Later 
he devised a suitable tray to hold brass 
cups. To fill the cups, he invented a 
filler consisting of twenty-four tubes, 
each controlled by a master lever which 
allowed the same amount of wine to flow 
from each, 

The idea of individual communion 
service was immediately popular. Orders 
began arriving until his facilities were 
taxed to the utmost. Today there are 
over 140,000 churches in our own and 
foreign countries using individual com- 
munion sets.

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THE DOGMA OF THE ANTI- 
DOGMATISTS 


In that remarkable small work, The 
Theology of Crisis, by Professor Brunner, 
the author, though he has somewhat to 
say against the adequacy of the attitude 
of conservative theology, goes after the 
inconsistencies and fatal weaknesses of 
the liberals in utterances that penetrate 
to the heart. On the question of the dog- 
matism of the anti-dogmatists Dr. Brun- 
ner has the following: 


The modern slogan, “not doctrine 
but life, not dogma but practice,” is 
itself a doctrine, even a dogma, but it 
is not a Christian doctrine nor a 
Christian dogma. It is the dictum 
either of an ethical pragmatism or of 
mysticism. This attitude is charac- 
teristic of contemporary theology and 
religion. But it is not the only symp- 
tom. It merely points to the real 
cause of the disease. The substance 
of Christian theology, the content of 
Christian faith, is (under the manipu- 
lation of this school) in a stage of 
complete decomposition. Christianity 
is either faith in the revelation of God 
in Christ or it is nothing. 


Christianity is a system of truth based 
upon certain historical facts, together 
with their revealed significance. Their 
truth may be demonstrated only through 
faith. The tragedy involved in the posi- 
tion of modern Liberalism, which means 
nothing less than the destruction of re- 
vealed Christianity, grows out of its re- 
fusal to accept any truth which it cannot 
demonstrate by human reason. 

Yet this same school is inconsistent, in 
that it is unable to offer such demonstra- 
tion for its own basal presupposition, 
namely, that man is essentially good and 
able without the atonement of Christ to 
grow into acceptance with God. 

There is other truth in the world than 
that demonstrable through test tubes, 
logic or mathematics. This the liberals 
do not fail to accept in other fields than 
that of Christian faith. Their failure at 
this particular point tends to prove the 
very thing their system fights—namely, 
that man is in heart in search of an alibi 
against confessing he is what God reveals 
him to be—a sinner.—Western Recorder. 





WOEFUL IGNORANCE OF MODERN 
STUDENTS 


The large body of practical knowledge 
which modern students bring with them 
to college concerns the world of the pres- 
ent. Corresponding to this there is a 
large vacuum with reference to the 
knowledge with which most college stu- 
dents of a generation ago were at least 
on speaking acquaintance, and on which 
a college education is still largely built. 
For example, they are amazingly igno- 
rant of the Bible. A certain senior set 
Lazarus down as the young man who 
was hanged by the hair of his head while 
he was fleeing from she didn’t remember 
just what. Try to find out how Daniel 
got into the lions’ den, who Jonah was or 
how there came to be a whale, and dis- 
cover that these are mysteries unre- 
vealed to students of the present.

To inheritors of the earlier training it 
would seem strange to come upon famil- 
iar phrases, such as “the wings of the 
morning,” “the widow’s cruse,” “apples 
of gold in pictures of silver,” in English 
poetry or elsewhere, and have these 
phrases bring no associations of mood, no 
context, no atmosphere. There has al- 
ways been ignorance of the Bible, of 
course, but even twenty years ago it did 
not prevail among sons and daughters 
of the cultured to the extent that it does 
today.—The North American Review. 





WHO FINANCES LIQUOR 
PROPAGANDA? 


Anti-prohibitionists give many reasons 
why prohibition should be abolished. One 
has recently slipped out of their secret 
council chamber. This movement against 
the Eighteenth Amendment and the Vol- 
stead laws, it was established in a hear- 
ing before a Congressional Committee, 
is being directed and almost entirely fi- 
nanced by a group of a half dozen multi- 
miilionaires. These men have become 
tired of paying large income taxes to the 
Government. They realize that the Gov- 
ernment must have the money it is col- 
lecting. So to free themselves from pay- 
ing their share of it, they say the Govern- 
ment should re-establish the liquor busi- 
ness and, through licenses and taxes upon 
this business, collect the revenue needed. 


It is estimated that to do this would 
necessitate the sale of $5,000,000,000 
worth of liquor each year. That means 
that the poor people of the country, for 
they would spend most of it, would have 
to spend this enormous amount, in order 
to save the rich people from paying in- 
come taxes. This would be two and a 
half times as much liquor as was drunk 
by the whole nation in any year previous 
to prohibition days. But there are some 
people who would willingly sell the wel- 
fare of the nation, in order that their 
coffers may be filled with money, which 
they do not need—Presbyterian of the 
South.

Those who here are “taken” are 
the ones upon whom divine judgment falls, 
and they who are “left” are the ones 
who are spared. This is clearly demon- 
strated by the judgment of the Flood, 
which “took them all away” (v. 39), that 
is, all unrepentant sinners. Only Noah 
and his family were “left.” So shall it be 
in the days of the Son of man, when He 
returns and again judges the earth. The 
same truth is also taught in Matthew 
13:40-43. First the tares (the sons of the 
Evil One) are gathered out and burned, 
but the wheat (sons of the kingdom) is 
spared to sow the millennial earth,

Confession of 
present sins is necessary for cleansing of 
the Christian (v. 9). 





THE WAY OF SALVATION

Question: There seems to be consid- 
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able controversy about what one must do 
to be saved. Will you explain? 

Answer: As you intimate in your letter, 
we are not saved by “coming to the altar 
and praying through’; nor by “making 
a complete surrender to Christ”; nor by 
a mere “personal experience of God.” A 
person can do all these and other things 
and remain unsaved. They all partake of 
self-effort and works of the flesh. As set 
forth by the. apostle Paul, all men are 
sinners and hence under the condemnation 
of God, because the righteousness which 
God requires is a perfect righteousness. 
No man has this and no man is able to 
attain unto it. God’s righteousness is the 
only absolute righteousness. The problem 
with God was how He could justify the 
sinner and still remain righteous . Himself 
(Rom. 3:26). Paul says the only way was 
to reckon His own righteousness to us 
through our faith in Jesus Christ. That is, 
our faith is accepted in lieu of our lack 
of righteousness. Thus we are “justified 
freely by his grace through the redemp- 
tion that is in Jesus Christ” (Rom. 3:24, 
25). It is thus the same with us as with 
Abraham. “Abraham believed God and it 
was reckoned to him for righteousness” 
(Rom. 4:3). When Paul said to the jailer 
of Philippi, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved,” it was 
because he knew that when he believed 
then at that moment Christ who died for 
him became his Redeemer, and the 
righteousness of God was reckoned to him.

Question: We have held union meet- 
ings, and many times have tried to have 
revivals. There is a great spiritual dearth 
here and we are sending out an “S. O. S.” 
How can we go on when our preachers are 
not hungry for souls? One pastor says 
that we are only to sow the seed, and not 
to worry about the increase. .Another ex- 
cuses himself with the plea that people do 
not want to be revived. 

Answer: The very questions them- 
selves reveal a deplorable situation and 
one which we believe to be quite general. 
Something surely is the matter with both 
our ministers and our churches. The 
former are chiefly to blame. “Like priest, 
like people.” But back of the preachers 
are the colleges a::d theological seminaries 
in which they are trained, and in which 
the ministers, many of them, got a wrong 
start. As for the church members, they 
are a worldly lot for the most part. Too 
much prosperity and _pleasure-seeking, 
and not enough Bible study and of Chris- 
tian ideals in the home. Many church 
members no longer have much faith in 
prayer or in the Bible or in the power 
of the old gospel. One of the first things 
needed is a Bible-teaching and Bible- 
preaching ministry. But we cannot ex- 
pect much from the majority of our 
preachers, for they do not know their 
Bibles well enough to teach them. A pastor 
once took charge of a large card-playing, 
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dance-loving, and theater-going church in 
Philadelphia. In a few years it was com- 
pletely transformed by a faithful Bible 
ministry. Our chief dependence to bring 
about a change in the situation is a genu- 
ine Holy Ghost revival, growing out of a 
Bible teaching ministry. This can originate 
only in the hearts of the few who really 
believe in Him. No genuine revival can 
be brought about by mere organization, or 
by a “religious education” course, or by 
union meetings, or by sending for an 
evangelist. It starts in prayer that really 


lays hold upon God and continues to hold 
on until the blessing falls. 





A BLESSED IMPOSSIBILITY

Question: While others cannot wrench 
us out of the hand of Christ or of the 
Father, cannot the believer get himself 
out? 

Answer: Such teaching would contra- 
vene the facts in John 10:28 and the first 
past of verse 28. Christ says, “My sheep 
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hear my voice, and I know them, and they 
follow me.” They become His sheep by 
believing on Him. The moment they truly 
believe on Him, He gives them eternal 
life. Action is always preceded by desire 
and purpose, and since His sheep “hear 
and follow,” this proves that believers 
have now spiritually the sheep nature, and 
have no desire for separation from the 
Good Shepherd. Temporarily they may 
wander, but even so they never are happy 
to get permanently away from the voice 
of the Good Shepherd. In other words, 
they cannot “get themselves out of the 
hand of God” because this is absolutely 
contrary to their nature, desire, and pur- 
pose. Nor is this all. As believers on the 
Lord Jesus Christ they have not only re- 
ceived the gift of eternal life, but have 
become partakers of that life. No longer 
are they mere human beings, but have 
become partakers of the divine nature, 
through the power of the Holy Spirit 
(II Pet. 2:4; Heb. 3:14; 6:4). Because 
of this supernatural transformation (John 
1:12, 13) we “shall never perish.” Eternal 
life is both the gift and the work of God, 
which the one benefited cannot undo. 
Neither will he want to. Moreover, it is 
the sheep that strays that gives the Good 
Shepherd the most concern. Leaving the 
ninety-nine, He goes after the lost sheep 
until He finds it (Luke 15:4-7). 





AN ATTESTING JUDGMENT 
N. M., Charlevoix, Mich. 

Questions: (1) How can one justify 
the calling of bears by Elisha to devour 
the children who made fun of him (II 
Kings 2:23, 24)? (2) How explain the 
floating of the axe head (II Kings 6:5-7) ? 

Answers: First of all we should recall 
the entire situation. Elisha had recently 
returned from beholding the translation of 
Elijah and God had borne witness to him 
as the successor of Elijah by two miracles 
(vv. 14, 19-22). The sons of the prophets 
in Jericho had bowed themselves before 
him as the successor of Elijah (v. 15). 
But now Elisha was on his way to Bethel, 
evidently a city of very different character, 
if we may judge its inhabitants by the 
youth of the city (not “little children,” 
but “young lads”). These lads no doubt 
kad imbibed the unbelief of their elders 
concerning the translation of Elijah, and 
so mocked his successor by their jeering 
and unbecoming language. Hence their 
judgment was also a judgment upon their 
skeptical and idolatrous elders. Elisha did 
not curse them in a fit of anger, but in 
the name of Jehovah whom he represented. 
Elisha did not send the bears out of the 
wood; Jehovah sent them and thus bore 
witness to His prophet. (2) This miracle 
may seem trivial, but apparently it was 
not so to the borrower of the axe. But why 
attempt to explain the unexplainable? 
Every miracle is a mystery. Iron sinks 
in water, but a supernatural power could 
cause it to act contrary to its nature. 
Since the properties of the iron were ar- 
ranged and established by God, He surely 
had the power also to temporarily sus- 
pend or modify their action and cause the 
axe-head to rise to the surface. Even man 
can to some extent operate against gravi- 
tation. The miracle was the same sort as 
when Jesus walked upon the water. If we 
can explain one we can explain the other. 
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The Good Samaritan 
Luke 10:25-37 
Golden Text:—Thou shalt not avenge, 
nor bear any grudge against the children 
of thy people, but thou shalt love thy 
neighbour as thyself: I am the Lord.— 
Leviticus 19:18. 


I. How to Inherit Eternal Life 
(vv. 25-28). 

1. The Lawyer’s Question (v. 25). 

The term “lawyer” here means one 
versed in religious law, the scriptures, not 
lawyer in our modern sense of that term. 
It would more nearly correspond to our 
theological professor. The lawyer’s object 
was to trip Jesus, to induce Him to take 
such a stand as would weaken His influ- 
ence as a teacher. He expected Jesus to 
set forth some new ceremonies which 
would conflict with or disparage the law 
of Moses. 

2. Jesus’ Question (v. 26). 

Though Jesus knew the motive of the 
lawyer, He did not evade his question. 
He sent him to the law, the field which 
was familiar to him. He thus robbed 
him of his own weapon. 

3. The Lawyer’s Reply (v. 27). 

He made an intelligent answer, declar- 
ing that the entire content of the law was 
embraced in love to God and man. This 
expresses the whole of human duty. 

4. Jesus’ Reply (v. 28). 

The straightforward answer went to the 
heart of the lawyer. Perfect love to God 
and man is truly the way of life. No man 
has yet had or can have such love. His 
sinful condition precludes its possibility. 
Man’s failure to measure up to this re- 
quirement is his condemnation. The law- 
yer keenly felt this thrust. He was de- 
feated on his own grounds and convicted 
of guilt. 


Il. Who Is My Neighbor (vv. 29- 
37). 

1. The Lawyer’s Question (v. 29). 

This question reveals the insincerity of 
the lawyer. Christ’s answer had reached 
his conscience and now he seeks to escape 
the difficulty by asking a captious ques- 
tion. Lawyerlike he sought to get off by 
raising a question as to the meaning of 
words, 

2. Jesus’ Answer (vv. 30-37). 

Jesus’ reply more than answered the 
lawyer’s question. In the parable of the 
Good Samaritan He makes clear who is a 
neighbor, and also what it means to be a 
neighbor and -what loving a_ neighbor 
means. Christ’s answer had a double 
meaning. He not only made clear who 
is my neighbor, but made it clear that the 
lawyer was not playing the neighbor. He 
thus was convicted of not having been a 
neighbor. 

(a) Who is my neighbor? 

This destitute and wounded man left on 
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the wayside by the robbers is a man who 
needs a neighbor. My neighbor, there- 
fore, is the one who needs my help, whether 
he lives next door or on the other side 
of the world. Love is catholic. It does 
not regard locality, nationality, or blood 
relation, Those who have the spirit of 
Christ can see their neighbors on every 
hand. 

(b) What being a neighbor means. 

Our supreme concern should not be who 
is my neighbor, but whose neighbor am I. 
To be a neighbor is: 

(1) To be on the lookout for those 
in need of our help (v. 33). 

Love is always on a journey. It is keen 
to discern the needs of those with whom 
it is brought into contact. 

(2) To have compassion on the needy 
(v. 33). 

Christ’s compassion was aroused as He 
came into contact with those who were 
suffering and in need. Those who are 
Christlike will be likewise moved. 

(3) To give to those in need (v. 34). 

Love does not calculate the cost of its 
actions. Whenever there is calculation of 
cost, there is the expression of selfishness. 
Many are willing to give money to help 
the poor and needy but are unwilling to 
personally minister to them. Many times 
the personal touch is more important than 
the material aid. The true neighbor gives 
himself as well as his money. 

(4) To bind up wounds (v. 34). 

If we have eyes to discern, we shall 
see many wounds about us that need at- 
tention. 

(5) To set the helpless ones on our 
beasts while we walk (v. 34). 

This is the proof of the genuineness of 
our love. Those who are like Christ will 
deny themselves in order to have some- 
thing to give to those who are in need. 
This kind of sympathy is greatly needed 
today. 

(6) To bring to the inn and take care 
of the unfortunate (v. 34). 

Genuine love does not leave its service 
incomplete. Much Christian service is 
partial, leaving the man to take care of 
himself. True love follows up the needy. 

(7) To give money (v. 35). 

It costs a good deal to be a neighbor. 
Love is the most expensive thing in the 
world. It cost God His only Son. It 
cost Jesus Christ His life. May we go 
and do likewise, not looking for a recom- 
pense. 
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Jesus among Friends and Foes 
Luke 10:38-42; 11:14-54 

Golden Text:—Ye are my friends, if ye 
do whatsoever I command you.—John 
15:14. 

I. Jesus in the Home of Friends 
(Luke 10:38-42). 

We should be grateful for the picture 





which the Holy Spirit has left us of the 
Bethany home. The world is much richer 
because of it. There is no place where 
true character is so clearly revealed as at 
home. 

1. His Reception (v. 38). 

Jesus was received by Martha, as she 
was the head of the home. Jesus must 
have greatly appreciated the fact that 
there was one home into which He was 
welcome. How fine it would be if all 
homes were open to receive Jesus. 

2. Mary Sitting at Jesus’ Feet (v. 39). 

She, with fine spiritual discernment, 
knew that sitting at the Lord’s feet and 
hearing His word was that which would 
please Him most. He was more concerned 
with opportunity to reveal Himself to 
human hearts than with the eating of well 
prepared meals. Mary’s way of enter- 
taining Jesus was more acceptable than 
that of Martha. She was getting that 
for which her heart yearned and at the 
same time pleasing the distinguished 
Guest. 

3. Martha Cumbered about Much Serv- 
ing (v. 40). 

Both sisters loved the Lord. It would 
be impossible to say which loved the more, 
but Martha was bent on providing a fine 
meal for Him. Because she was trying 
to do so many things, she was on the 
verge of distraction. The situation had 
so completely got on her nerves that she 
found fault with Jesus for permitting 
Mary to leave the kitchen to listen to His 
teaching. Not only did she criticize her 
sister and Jesus, but assumed authority to 
tell Him to send Mary back to the kitchen 
to help. 

4. Jesus’ Answer (vv. 41, 42). 

a. He rebuked Martha (v. 41). 

He did this most tenderly, for He knew 
that she loved Him sincerely. Many to- 
day who truly love Jesus are distracted 
with the many things in serving. 

b. Defends Mary (v. 42). 

He declared that but one thing was need- 
ful and that Mary had chosen that good 
part which could not be taken away from 
her. The one thing needful for every 
member of the race is a heart for the 
Lord which brings the individual to Jesus 
to hear His teaching. Those who have 
chosen this good part can never be robbed 
of it. Because of this choice and what 
she gained through the Lord’s teaching, 
in the day when death entered the home, 
she was calm; and in the hour when all 
the rest of the disciples were slow to dis- 
cern, she rendered. loving service to the 
Lord in anointing Him in anticipation of 
His burial. 


II. Jesus among Foes (11:14-54). 

1. Charged with Being in League with 
the Devil (vv. 14-23). 

Being unwilling to receive Him as the 
Son of God and yet unable to account for 
His mighty works, they declared that He 
was casting out demons through Beelze- 
bub, the chief of the demons. He exposed 
the fallacy of their reasoning by showing 
that such would array Satan against him- 
self and therefore would destroy his own 


kingdom. 

2. Refusal to Believe His Miracles 
(vv. 29-32). 

They asked for a sign, to which He 
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replied that they would have a sign from 
heaven in His death and resurrection. He 
reminded them, however, that their request 
showed unbelief surpassing that of the 
heathen Queen of the South and the wicked 
people of Nineveh. 

3. Wickedness Denounced (vv. 37-54). 

He pronounced six woes upon those who 
were opposing Him and seeking His de- 
struction: three upon the Pharisees and 
three upon the lawyers. Religion with 
these people had degenerated into matters 


of form and ritual. This is ever the ten- 
dency among people. It ought to be a 
call for sober thought on the part of 
us all. 

a. The Pharisees (vv. 37-41). 

These He denounced for 

(1) A wrong emphasis in legal matters. 

They punctiliously observed minute rites 
while at the same time they violated the 
Ten Commandments. They carefully 
tithed the small herbs of the garden while 
practicing injustice with their fellow men 
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and withholding love from God. He 
pointed out to them their attending to 
these external acts while their hearts were 
filled with wickedness. It was as absurd 
as merely washing the outside of an un- 
clean cup. A more important preparation 
for eating would be to make some gifts 
to the poor rather than washing of the 
hands. However, He does not disregard 
the desirability of washing before eating. 
“These ought ye to have done and not to 
leave the other undone.” 

(2) Desire’ for public 
(v. 43). 

This is a common sin today. Vanity 
and pride may be asserting themselves 
while we are unconscious of their pres- 
ence. Love for titles of respect and posi- 
tion of prominence is a very common sin. 

(3) Feigning humility (v. 44). 

He compared their hypocrisy to graves 
which are on the level of the ground and 
may be stepped upon by someone uncon- 
sciously and thus defiled. We can avoid 
those who make their vanity known by 
arrogant boasting, but some are filled with 
this same wickedness who do not thus 
make it known. 

b. The lawyers (vv. 45-54). 

The strictures of Jesus with the hypo- 
critical Pharisees aroused the lawyers, one 
of whom indignantly declared, “Thou re- 
proachest us also.” In reply to this Christ 
pronounced three woes upon them: 

(1) For placing burdensome require- 
ments upon the people to which they 
themselves would not submit (v. 46). 

Religious rites should not be made irk- 
— - > is displeasing to God. 

or the murder of God’s 
(vv. 47-51). were 

He showed that their attitude toward 
Him was the same as was shown to the 
prophets by their fathers. Their diaboli- 
cal murdering was done in the name of 
religion. Religious fanaticism has done 
much wickedness, even killing God’s holy 
prophets and messengers. Jesus declared 
that their guilt was the same as that of 
their fathers and that their generation 
would be held responsible for all that the 
fathers had done. 

(3) For keeping back the knowledge 
of God by false interpretations of the 
Scripture (vv. 52-54). 

There is perhaps no wickedness so great 
as that of supposed teachers of God’s 
Word who keep the precious truths from 
the people by perverting its meaning. 
These woes apply to many professed 
teachers today. What awful judgment 
must befall those who are withholding the 
knowledge of God from the people. This 
exposure of their hypocrisy increased their 
sees, moving them to more violently hate

The Use and Abuse of God’s Gifts 


A Temperance Lesson 
Luke 12:13-48 


Golden Text:—And be not drunk with 
wine, wherein is excess; but be filled with 
the Spirit—Ephesians 5:18. 

I. Warning against Covetousness 
(vv. 13-15). 

1. The Occasion (v. 13). 

The occasion of this warning was the 
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request of one of the company that Jesus 
be the umpire in a disputed estate. Two 
brothers. were in trouble over an inherit- 
ance. We are not told who was to blame. 
Perhaps the trouble was due to covetous- 
ness on the part of both. 

2. Jesus’ Reply (v. 14). 

He said, “Man, who made me a judge 
or a divider over you?” He refused to 
enter the sphere of the civil law. Christ’s 
mission was pre-eminently spiritual. His 
action is a warning against the church or 
against the minister departing from the 
spiritual to perform civil and commercial 
service. 

3. The Warning (v. 15). 

His warning embraces principles which 
will adjust all such matters. The clear 
implication is that if due attention is given 
to inculcating right principles in the hearts 
of the people, civic and economic problems 
will largely adjust themselves. In the 
measure that the Church intrudes into these 
realms, in that measure she will lose her 
influence. The Church and the State 
should be separate. In addition to the 
principle set forth in this warning, there 
is the positive caution against the spirit 
of avarice. 


II. The Parable of a Rich Fool (vv. 
16-21). 

The parable of this rich planter shows 
clearly that to be concerned with earthly 
riches while neglecting God is the height 
of folly. The teaching of this parable is 
of vital importance today, for many are 
seeking gold and forgetting God. Ob- 
serve: 

1. The Increase of His Goods (v. 16). 

This clearly implies that his riches were 
rightfully obtained for the ground brought 
forth plentifully. This shows that a man 
may be rich because of the Lord’s blessing 
upon him. This man was engaged in an 
honorable business. He seems to have 
been talented and economical. In all prob- 
ability he was industrious and honest in 
his dealings with his fellows. It is not 
sinful to be rich. The money of some rich 
men is unquestionably without taint. 

2. His Perplexity (v. 17). 

His land was producing more than his 
barns would hold. He was at a loss to 
know what to do. He did not want it to 
go to waste. No frugal man wants to 
see the legitimate fruits of his toil perish. 
If he had possessed right views of life 
and a sense of stewardship before God, he 
would have seen that his barns at least 
had enough for his personal needs and 
that he could have distributed the surplus 
to the needy and for benevolent purposes. 
He could well have found pleasure and 
utilized his energy in the benevolent use 
of his wealth instead of using his energy 
in building larger barns. - Many honorable 
rich men have been caught in the trap 
of avarice. 

3. His Fatal Choice (vv. 18, 19). 

He chose to enlarge his barns and give 
up his life to ease and luxury. He made 
his plans without consulting God. He 
failed to reckon with life’s uncertainty. 
He planned to feed his soul on unsatisfy- 
ing vanities. How sad to see capable men 
the victims of their own circumstances. 
Man owns nothing. He owes everything 
to 

4. His Awful Indictment (vv. 20, 21). 
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God spake the word of doom. God 
called him a fool. His plans were cut short 
by an immediate death sentence. The 
property which he had accumulated must 
now slip through his hands to be scattered 
and squandered by others. This indict- 
ment is no arbitrary judgment. Riches 
furnish neither contentment in life nor 
guarantee continuance of life. It is not 
only foolishness but madness to forget 
God while engaged in heaping up riches. 
Soon the man must die and his riches 
may get into the hands of unworthy men 
or even curse the lives of the children 
who inherit them. 


III. The Certain Cure for Anxiety 
(vv. 22-34). 

Having shown the folly of rich men 
who gained gold and lost God, Jesus now 
urged the disciples to trust God and dis- 
miss all anxious care. He assured them 
that they need not be anxious even for 
the necessities of life. 

1. The Argument (vv. 22, 23). 

It is summed up in one brief sentence: 
“The life is more than meat and body is 
more than raiment.” The God who gave 
the life and made the body should be 
trusted to provide food and clothing. 

2. The Illustrations (vv. 24-28). 

a. God’s care for the fowls (vv. 24-26). 

The ravens do not sow nor reap. They 
have not storehouse nor barn, yet they 
live, for God feeds them. If God does 
not forget the fowls, certainly He will do 
more for His children, created in His like- 
ness and image and redeemed by the pre- 
cious blood of Christ. 

b. God’s care for the flowers of the 
field (vv. 27, 28). 

If God is so careful of the flowers which 
appear but for a day, how much more will 
He clothe His children? 

3. The Exhortations (vv. 29-34). 

a. The getting of food and clothes of 
secondary importance. 

To give these things anxious concern 
is to imitate the heathen who lacks the 
knowledge of God’s care over His children. 

b. Seeking the kingdom of God man’s 
chief concern (v. 31). 

Those who put God’s kingdom first, 
shall have all their needs supplied (Phil. 
4:19). 

c. Avoid anxiety (v. 32). 

God’s good pleasure is upon His own, 
and all good things He will give. 

d. Practice self-denial (vv. 33, 34). 

This will enable us to give gifts to those 
in need. The doing of such deeds will 
tend to lift the thoughts upward to God 
to trust Him. 


IV. Be Ready for the Coming of 
the Lord (vv. 35-48). 

Having warned the disciples against the 
acquisition of worldly goods while for- 
getting God, and having shown them the 
needlessness of anxiety for food and cloth- 
ing, He revealed to them the blessedness 
of being in a state of readiness when the 
Lord shall come. Conviction as to the 
certainty of the Lord’s coming is a sure 
cure for worldliness and anxious care. 
This attitude of héart He made clear by 
two parables: 

1. That of the Returning Lord (vv. 
35-37). 

The Lord will be so pleased with those 
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who are waiting for Him that He will 
take delight in sitting at the banquet with 
them and even serving them. 

2. The Thief in the Night (vv. 38-40). 

This parable shows that the time of the 
Lord’s coming is not known. The proper 
thing is to be ready at all times. 

3. Reward Will Be Given to the Faith- 
ful (vv. 41-48). 

Intelligent belief in the coming of the 
Lord will make one faithful in the dis- 
charge of his duty. The faithful servant 
will be promoted at the coming of the 
Lord. Awful judgment will be meted out 
upon the unfaithful servant. 





March 29 
Jesus the World’s Saviour 
Review 
Golden Text:—How God anointed Jesus 
of Nazareth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him.—Acts 10:38. 
Since the lessons of the quarter center 
in one Person and have one theme, namely, 
“The World’s Saviour,” the best method 
of review for senior and adult classes will 
be to refresh the mind with the principal 
facts and leading teachings of each les- 
son. Assignments should be made a week 
ahead. The following suggestions are of- 
fered: 


Lesson for January 4. 

John the Baptist was a great preacher. 
He had a great heritage in his godly par- 
ents. Much can be expected from a son 
of such parents. 


Lesson for January 11. 

Jesus, as to personality, was divine, and 
yet His human nature developed in the 
normal way. He waxed strong in His 
body, was filled with wisdom, and God’s 
grace was upon Him. Though conscious 
of His deity, He lived a life of filial obe- 
dience, teaching us that parental obedience 
is pleasing to God. 


Lesson for January 18. 

John the Baptist came in fulfillment of 
prophecy, calling upon men to prepare for 
the coming of the Messiah by repenting 
of their sins. Baptism was the appointed 
sign of their repentance. With fine hu- 
mility, John turned the attention of the 
reople from himself to Christ. 


Lesson for January 25. 

Jesus was led into the wilderness by the 
Holy Spirit to be tempted of the Devil. 
His temptation was Messianic. The pur- 
pose was to demonstrate the reality of the 
incarnation. Jesus went from the place of 
anointing and heavenly recognition as the 
Son of God to meet and to spoil the enemy 
of God and man (Heb. 2:14). 


Lesson for February 1. 

Jesus demonstrated His power over 
various diseases and over demons, thus 
displaying His Lordship. Even while 
demonstrating His mighty power, He op- 
erated through benevolent channels. 


Lesson for February 8. 

Jesus made clear to the disciples that 
they would be hated and opposed as they 
went out into the world with His mes- 
sage. Those who follow Christ must ex- 
pect opposition and suffering. 
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Lesson for February 15. 

Jesus is the friend of sinners. There 
is no one so steeped in sin as to be shut 
out from Him. Christ came into the world 
“to seek and to save that which was lost.” 


Lesson for February 22. 

Jesus’ supreme mission was to make 
known the good news of salvation to a 
lost world. In spite of the good seed 
sown by Him, only a small portion brought 


forth full fruitage owing to the unfavor- 


able condition of the soil. 


Lesson for March 1. 

The greatness of the harvest moved 
Jesus to ask the disciples to pray the Lord 
to thrust out laborers. The real force 
back of ‘missionary endeavor is prayer. 
When the Church begins to pray about 
missions, there will be missionaries and 
money to sustain them. 


Lesson for March 8. 

The parable of the Good Samaritan 
shows who is my neighbor and what being 
a neighbor means. My neighbor is the 
man needing my help, whether next door 
or across the world. Being a neighbor is 
the most important thing for me. To be 
a neighbor means to be on the lookout 
for those in need and to give sympatheti- 
cally the needed help. 


Lesson for March 15. 

The Bethany home was always open to 
the Lord. Jesus will come into such homes 
as will give Him welcome. The inspira- 
tion of the Bethany home must have 
greatly helped Jesus as He went out to 
meet His foes. It is the inspiration of 
the home which gives men courage to go 
out and fight the battles of life. 


Lesson for March 22. 

The parable of the Rich Fool shows the 
peril of allowing the heart to be set upon 
even the fruits of legitimate toil. To seek 
gold and thus forget God is to play the 
fool. 





April 5 
Jesus Teaches Humility 
Luke 14:1-14; 18:15-17 

Golden Text:—For whosoever exalteth 
himself shall be abased; and he that hum- 
bleth himself shall be exalted—Luke 
14:11. 

An alternative lesson has been provided 
by the lesson committee on the resurrec- 
tion of the body. Those who prefer the 
Easter lesson will use I Corinthians 15. 
Since lessons on the resurrection come so 
frequently, most teachers will doubtless 
prefer to use the regular lesson. 


Jesus Dining with a Pharisee (v. 


He was not an ascetic. He entered 
freely into the common social customs of 
the day. We see Him at a wedding, a 
dinner party, at the home of sickness, and 
at a funeral. Jesus moved in all circles 
of human society thus showing His divine 
sympathy. The Christian’s influence is 
best when mingling with his fellows in all 
right relations and positions in life. Even 
those evil minded men are found among 
them. This prominent social function 
which Jesus attended was on a Sabbath 
Day. Perhaps the motive of the invita- 
tion was that they might find an occasion 
against Him. This is implied in the state- 
ment, “They watched him.” 


Il. Jesus Healing a Man with the 
Dropsy (vv. 2-6). 

1. Why This Man Was Present (v. 2). 

While there is no way of absolutely de- 
termining, it was most likely a part of 
the plot of the Pharisees to trap Jesus by 
getting Him to violate the Sabbath rules. 

2. Jesus’ Question (v. 3). 

His question was an answer to the 
thoughts of the lawyers and Pharisees who 
were watching Him. Before healing this 
man, He submitted his case to their judg- 
ment. They were free on the Sabbath 
Day to hold a feast where their selfish 
pride and vanity could be displayed, but 
they were horrified that a fellow man 
should be healed on the Sabbath. They 
were silent because their consciences made 
them ashamed of their heartlessness. 

3. Jesus Healing the Man (v. 4). 

While they were in a state of embar- 
rassment, Jesus healed the man and let 
him go. : 

4. Jesus Rebuked Them (vv. 5, 6). 

He laid bare their hypocrisy by show- 
ing them that their willingness to show 
mercy to a beast on the Sabbath should 
induce them to regard as not sinful the 
relieving of a human being of distress on 
the Sabbath. They were again silenced 
for they perceived their inconsistency and 
inhumanity. They recognized that man is 
of more value than a, beast. 


III. Jesus Rebukes Selfish Ambition 
(vv. 7-11). 

1. The Occasion (v. 7). 

He observed that the guests while taking 
their places at the table chose the best 
seats for themselves. This is still true 
of men and women in the railway cars, 
hotels, street cars, etc. They scramble for 
the best places. Sometimes in the homes 
members of the same family try to get 
the best food. 
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2. Instruction Given (vv. 8-11). 

When bidden to a feast take the lowest 
place, lest you suffer the humiliation of 
being asked to take a lower seat. This is 
more than a lesson on courtesy or table 
manners. It was a severe rebuke of that 
selfishness which fills the human heart, 
causing it to seek to be ministered unto 
instead of ministering to others. Unsel- 
fishness will express itself in. humbly tak- 
ing the lowest place, esteeming others bet- 
ter than ourselves. The declaration of 
Jesus, “Whosoever exalteth himself shall 
be abased; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted,” sets forth the funda- 
mental principle of the philosophy govern- 
ing the moral world. Those who live 
humbly and modestly unconcerned about 
their own selfish interests, shall receive 
the very best for themselves. The one 
who has experienced the redeeming love 
of Christ will gladly take the place as- 
signed him, faithfully doing his work with- 
out effort to be noticed and courteously 
recognizing the rights of others. 


IV. The True Motive in Deeds of 
Charity (vv. 12-14). 

The Jews, like many of the rich today, 
made social dinners occasions for display. 
They invited only those whose wealth 
would enable them to recompense them by 
inviting them in return even with the 
prospect of greater display. Jesus took 
note of the selfishness thus displayed and 
set forth to them the right principle gov- 
erning hospitable deeds. Such benevolent 
acts should be extended to the poor and 
afflicted. All charitable deeds should be 
done with unselfish motives. They should 
proceed from the one aim; namely, to con- 
fer benefits without expectation of a recom- 
pense. Jesus assured them, however, that 
recompense would be made at the resur- 
rection of the just. Wealth should be 
used to confer blessings upon the poor 
and needy instead of ministering to the 
pride and vanity of the possessor. 


V. The Child Example (Luke 18: 
15-17). 

1. Spiritual Contact with Christ Sought 
for Children (v. 15). 

Presumably this was done by the par- 
ents. The time of all times to effect con- 
tact with Christ is in childhood. We 
should busy ourselves constantly to effect 
such contacts. 

2. Rebuked by the Disciples (v. 15). 

Seeing Christ’s time so completely taken 
up with adults, the disciples thought that 
bringing the children would be an intru- 
sion. 

3. Welcomed by Jesus (v. 16). 

Mark says, “Jesus was displeased with 
the conduct of the disciples”; that is, was 
indignant. Christ called the children unto 
Himself, thus showing their relative value. 

4. What He Said about Children (vv. 
16-17). 

“Of such is the kingdom of God.” 
Childlikeness is the characteristic which 
proves citizenship in the kingdom. Two 
traits are pre-eminent in childhood: absence 
of self-consciousness and natural trust. The 
way to realize this character is through 
surrender to Jesus Christ and following 
Him. Christ saw glory about the faces 
of .all children.

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE RESUR- 
RECTION 


1. The resurrection of Jesus Christ is 
mentioned in the New Testament more than 
one hundred times. 

2. The resurrection of Jesus Christ was 
one of the two great subjects of apostolic 
preaching, His death being the other (I 
Cor. 15:1-4). 

3. Confidence in the inspiration of the 
Old Testament is greatly weakened if the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ is not a fact 
(cf. Ps. 16:10, with Acts 2:24-28). 

4. The trustworthiness of the New 
Testament is destroyed if the resurrection 
of Jesus Christ is not a fact, each Gospel 
writer narrating the resurrection in greater 
or less detail (Matt. 28:6; Mark 16:6; 
Luke 24:6; John 20:6, 7). 

5. The resurrection of Jesus Christ was 
a certificate to the efficacy of His death 
on the cross in making atonement for the 
sins of the world. If Jesus Christ had not 
been raised from the dead, there might 
have been reason for doubting the efficacy 
of. His death, that death being no more 
than any other sacrificial death. The death 
and resurrection of Jesus Christ should al- 
ways be considered together, at least in 
thought. 

6. The resurrection of Jesus Christ is 
God’s assurance that there will be a day of 
judgment (Acts 17:31). 

7. The most glorious hope of the Chris- 
tian is taken away if the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ had not taken place, and his 
faith is vain (I Cor. 15:14, 17).—J. H. 
Ralston. 


WHY DOES THE RESURRECTION 
MEAN SO MUCH TO THE 
CHRISTIAN? 

Why seek ye the living among the dead? 
He is not here, but is risen —Luke 24:5, 6 

Introduction: The death of Jesus was a 
crushing blow to His followers. How was 
victory to come from apparent defeat? The 
resurrection is God’s answer. 


I. The Resurrection Gives Divine As- 
surance. 


1. There was need of such assurance 
then. The days were dreary. Sin seemed 
to have gained the ascendency. Three of 
the darkest days of history were slowly 
passing. There was assurance, as is always 
so sorely needed in the hour of grief, to 
be found except at the sealed tomb? No 
other assurance could be found. No other 
assurance would do. The secret was there. 
It could be found in no other place in all 
the world. 

2. There has been need of such assur- 
ance since. There have been dark days and 
dark years when the Master has been cruci- 
fied anew. Time has frequently revealed 
the ascendency of sin. His followers 
through the centuries have found divine 
assurance in their risen Lord. 


II. The Resurrection Gives Spiritual 
Victory. 


1. They made a verbal attack upon Jesus. 
The bitter verbal attack culminating in the 
betrayal kiss of Judas, and the compromise 
of Pilate was indicative of defeat for the 
Galilean teacher. 

2. They made a physical attack upon 
Jesus. The mob found only a step between 
what they said and what they did. What 
their tongues were cruel enough to utter, 
their hands were cruel enough to enact. 

3. They made a spiritual attack upon 
Jesus. The tomb was sealed and the guard 
of soldiers set so that none might carry 
away the body of Jesus. Being carnally- 
minded, they ignorantly made an attack 
upon the spiritual realm where none is 
master save the Lord of glory. The sealed 
tomb, the soldiers, the Sanhedrin, Pilate, 
nor the Roman Empire could have dominion 
here. 


III. The Resurrection Fulfills Man’s 


Immortal Hope. 


1. Man’s destiny is of vital concern to 
humself. The materialist says that man’s 
destiny‘ is the dust. The pantheist says 
that man’s destiny is “the absorption of per- 
sonality and the end of entity.” We believe 
with Paul that—“If in this life only we 
have hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable.” 

2. Man’s destiny is of vital concern to 
God, The birth, the life, the death, and 
the resurrection with their attendant sacri- 
fice and suffering is the price paid by a 
loving heavenly Father in order that His 
children may be clothed in immortality. 
“Now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first-fruits of them that slept.” 

Conclusion: Divine assurance in the 
valley of the shadow; victory of the Spirit 
over the flesh and sin; the hope of im- 
mortality confirmed, are found in the su- 
preme triumph of our risen Lord.—Mal- 
colm A. Matheson.

Dr. Ironside, pastor of 
the Moody Memorial Church, gave a 
message of welcome that warmed every 
heart. Charles Reign Scoville stirred the 
convention with the opening address. The 


devotional hour was held each morning, 


from 9 to 10 o’clock, then a closed door 
session for fellowship and deliberation 
was conducted.

Dr. Grant Stroh testified to the entire 
changing of the currents of his life by a 
visit that Mr. Moody made to the Union 
Theological Seminary, New York, when 
he was a student there. Miss Annie 
Rosie, who had been a student at North- 
field, and was afterward called into serv- 
ice at the Institute in Chicago, presented 
a number of incidents revealing Mr. 
Moody’s understanding of and sympathy 
with young people. Mr. William Norton, 
a student in his youth at Mt. Hermon, 
stressed Mr. Moody’s devotion to dili- 
gence and industry. Mr. A. F. Gaylord’s 
concise and revealing closing address was 
spiritual and earnest. With prayer and a 
hymn of consecration the service was 
concluded at ten o'clock. 

The annual Alumni Association meet- 
ing was held at 1:30 p.m. The retiring 
president, Rev. Geo. M. Landis, New 
Castle, Pa., delivered a most excellent 
address. The newly elected officers are: 
President, Rev. James E. Congdon, D.D., 
Chicago; First Vice-President, Rev. Ar- 
thur Annette, Grundy Center Ia.; Second 
Vice-President, Mr. Norman B. Calla- 
way, Malden, Ill.; Secretary, Miss Anna 
S. F. Hennings, Chicago; Treasurer, Mr. 
A. F. Gaylord, Chicago. 

At 5:15 o’clock in the evening the an- 
nual Employees’ Fellowship Supper was 
enjoyed by 286 guests in Keith Hall. 
With a delectable repast, a feast of vocal 
and instrumental music, two reels of edu- 
cational pictures, words of information 
and inspiration by President Gray, and 
fervent prayer, the great day, so truly 
significant in the life of the Institute, 
came to a happy and inspiring close.

RADIO ON THE MISSION FIELD 

Clarence W. Jones, ’21, writes that with 
the help of others, he and Mrs. Jones have 
secured a twenty-five years’ broadcasting 
license from the Ecuadorean government 
and that they have secured a station prop- 
erty in Quito, the capital of the country, 
high up in the snow-peaked Andes. Within 
500 miles of this location eight to ten mil- 
lions of people may be reached when they 
have receiving sets, and two business men 
of Guayaquil have joined with the Jones’ 
group to form a company to take over the 
distribution program. The call letters as- 
signed to the station are H-C-J-B, from the 
slogan “Heralding Christ Jesus’ Blessings.” 
It is hoped that the work will begin by the 
fall of 1931, when instead of relying only 
upon the visits of missionaries once or 
twice a year, the villages and towns of the 
country round about will be reached daily 
for Christ.

Besides these men of education, and posi- 
tion, Ghindi was in touch with other classes 
of the blind over the country, some of 
them Moslem girls who read the four Gos- 
pels and tried to teach them to the vil- 
lagers. 

There were many who would read Chris- 
tian literature if they had it in Arabic 
Braille, but his time was so full there 
was not much left for translating and 
transcribing! Then, one day a young girl 
educated in an American Presbyterian Mis- 
sion School, having a certificate for trans- 
lation, came to the rescue. She could use 
the Braille machine and thus increase tre- 
mendously the output of books. 

“God has sent her,” said Ghindi, 
gratefully accepted her services. 

Thus is the Holy Spirit working in 
Egypt among those who are physically and 
spiritually blind. If only the McConkey 
books could be read and apprehended by 
them; who knows how many others they 
would lead to see the truth they themselves 
have learned by means of their finger tips? 

“I will work and who will let it?” 

These helpful spiritual messages are 
sent as a free loan to the blind of this 
country, or any other, who have been 
taught to read Revised Braille, Grade 1%, 
and who are interested enough to request 
them. Even the postage is free. All com- 
munications should be addressed to Braille 
Circulating Library, Y. M. C. A., Rich- 
mond, Va.

LETTER WEEK 


Annual letter week at W-M-B-I was 
observed from January 19-24. This event 
is held each year during one week in 
January to observe the anniversary of 
the dedication of the 5000 watt transmit- 
ter at Addison, IIl., in 1928. During letter 
week listeners far and near are urged to 
write and express themselves concerning 
the radio programs. 

In addition to the regular weekly 
schedule, two late hour anniversary pro- 
grams were included in order that distant 
points might be reached. Tuesday, Jan- 
uary 20, and Friday, January 23, W-M- 
B-I was on the air from 11:00 p. m. until 
3:00 a. m. The weather was ideal for 
distance reception, and word has reached 
the Radio Department from friends at a 
great distance from Chicago. As this 
issue goes to press the letters from the 
greatest distances have not had time to 
reach Chicago, but in the late hour broad- 
casts last winter reports of clear recep- 
tion were received from New Zealand, 
the Fiji Island group, Hawaiian Islands, 
Mexico, Central America, South America, 
Cuba, Bermuda, Porto Rico, Alaska, and 
points in practically every section of Can- 
ada and the United States. 

The letters received are most encourag- 
ing, for they tell of great blessing re- 
ceived through hearing the Word broad- 
cast in sermon, song and story. Many 
tell of having found Jesus Christ as 
Saviour through this medium. One 
writes, 


“I wish to express my appreciation 
of the wonderful work the radio has 
done for me. I went forward in a re- 
vival when I was sixteen years of age, 
joined the church, and went regularly 
for 55 years, and did not know I was 
saved until a year ago. While turning 
the dial to find something worth lis- 
tening to I stumbled upon W-M-B-I. 
ea was pleading with those 
who were not saved just to trust the 
Lord Jesus, and made it so plain and 
simple that I knelt and gave my heart 
to Christ then and there. I shall 
never forget the peace that came into 
my soul. The things I enjoyed before 
lost all charm. God bless all the 
Radio Department. May it ever stay 
on the air. I don’t like to lose one 
program.” 

Another says, 

‘On behalf of my almost eighty- 
year-old mother I am writing to thank 
you for your helpful and inspirational 
broadcasts.

Through W-M-B-I, contacts are made 
with many elderly friends who were 
either saved or greatly blessed through 
the ministry of D. L. Moody and the min- 
istry in song of Ira D. Sankey. 

An interesting letter comes from an 
Illinois town: 
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“About a year ago I started to listen 
to W-M-B-I. Three months later I 
gave my heart to the Lord, and have 
been blessed beyond words ever since.
